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HOUSE PASSES ARMY BIL 


Four Republicans Vote with 
Democrats Against It. 


Only Brief Debate Allowed—Bill Now 
Goes to the President—Mr. Hull 
Replies to Charges Against Him. 


WASHINGTON, March 1.—The House re- 
moved all possibility of an extra sessian 
to-day by concurring in the Senate amend- 
ments to the Army Appropriation bill. The 
vote stood 159 to 134. It was a strict party 
vote, with the exception that four Repub- 
licans voted with the Democrats. The bill 
now goes to the President. The House was 
brought to a vote by a special order pre- 
pared by the Committee on Rules, which 
permitted an hour’s debate on a side. 

When Mr. Dalzell (Rep., Penn.,) present- 
ed the special order and demanded the pre- 
vious question upon the adoption of the 
rule, it was ordered—139 to 120. This al- 
lowed twenty minutes on a side for debate 
upon the adoption of the rule. 

Mr. Richardson, the minority leader, in 
opposition to the adoption of the rule, de- 
clared that it was designed to force a vote 
after two hours’ debate upon the most im- 
portant issue in the history of the country. 
The Philippine and Cuban amendments en- 
grafted upon the Army bill by the Senate 
were offensive, obnoxious, and unconsti- 
tutional. They had been placed upon the 
bill in opposition to every rule of the 
House. 
lowed to amend them. Under the Senate 
amendment there would be governed 10,- 
000,000 Filipinos as American subjects with- 
out a right or constitutional guarantee. 
The conditions imposed in regard to Cuba 
would deny to the people the free and in- 
dependent government which the American 
Government solemnly promised the Cubans 
and the world.

In reply Mr. Lacey (Rep., Iowa,) called 
the attention of the Democrats to the ex- 
cellent precedents for the proposed legis- 
lation in the acts for the Government of 
the Louisiana and Florida purchases. Of 
course, he said, the proposed method of 
fyovernment was purely temporary. In 
time a permanent form of government 
would be established. This was simply the 
preliminary step. 

Mr. Richardson interrupted to say that 
if the act for the government of the Louisi- 
ana purchase was substituted for the pro- 
posed proposition, every Democrat would 
vote for it.

MR. HULL DENIES CHARGES. 


Mr. Hull created an uproar when, during 
the debate, he spoke of the insinuations 
which had been made against him person- 
ally on accpunt of his connection with a 
Philippine lumber and development com- 


pany. He said he had been made a target 
of during the campaign on account of his 
connection with that company. William J. 
Bryan, he said, had first called attention 
to it. ‘I will say,” he continued, ‘* that 
1 am the same man whose name has been 
used in connection with that lumber com- 
pany. I have something invested in it. It 
is a legitimate enterprise. It has never 
asked a favor of the Government. I will 
say that when I cannot invest my money in 
a legitimate enterprise I will quit politics. 
1 do not care to be a drone, depending only 
on my politics for a living. (Republican ap- 
plause.) 

Mr. Hull added that during the campaign 
the company had decided to suspend opera- 
tions and not invest a dollar if Bryan was 
elected, but after McKinley was elected it 
had decided to invest every dollar it had. 

This statement, made just as Mr. Hull’s 
time expired, created a tremendous up- 
roar. Democrats jeered and some of them 
hissed. Mr. Williams (Dem., Miss.,) shout- 
ed that the company knew it couldn't ex- 
ploit the Philippines if Mr. Bryan was 
eiected. After much noise, just as the vote 
was to be taken Mr. Lentz (Dem., Ohio,) 
arose to make a parliamentary inquiry. 

*‘I would like to inquire,’ said he, 
‘‘whether the gentleman from Iowa (Mr. 
Hull) can vote cn this proposition. He has 
eee that he is interested in this 
rill. 

“That is not a parliamentary inquiry,” 
replied the Speaker sternly, while the Re- 
publicans jeered and hissed. 

When Mr. Hull’s name was reached in 
the roll call Mr. Lentz made the point of 
order that he could not vote, calling atten- 
tion. to the statement in the digest that 
minembers interested in legislation cannot 
vote. 

The Speaker announced that each gentle- 
man must be the judge of that for him- 
self. The Clerk called Mr. Hull's name, 
and he voted yea. 

The motion to concur in the Senate 
amendment was carried—159 to 134. Four 
Republicans, Messrs. Loud of California, 
McCall of Massachusetts, Mann of Illinois, 
and Driscoll of New York, voted with the 
against the motion, and Mr. 
Cooper of Wisconsin, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Insular Affairs, answered ‘‘ pres- 
ent,’” but was not paired. 


DELEGATES ARE EMBARRASSED. 


Had Insisted on Announcing Conven- 
tion’s Views Without Waiting 
for Action by Congress. 


HAVANA, March 1.—Sefior Capote, Pres- 
ident of the Cuban Constitutional Con- 
vention, called upon Governor General 
Wood this morning and informed him that 
the Convention felt itself in an embar- 
rassing position, owing to the vote in the 
United States Senate. He said the dele- 
gates had not decided whether to continue 
the sessions or to dissolve. 

Gen. Wood advised him to urge the con- 
vention not to take any rash action, but 
to complete its work as originally outlined, 
drawing up the electoral law. 

This afternoon the delegates held an in- 
formal meeting, and, after some discussion, 
agreed to wait until Congress had acted on 
the Cuban amendment. 

The full text of the amendment was re- 
ceived by Gen. Wood Tuesday night and 
was given the following morning to Sefior 
Tamayo, Chairman of the Relations Com- 
mittee. Sefior Tamayo said at the time 
that the committee had reached its con- 
clusions, but he was urged to withhold 
an announcement of those conclusions unttl 
the proposed amendment had been consid- 
ered, in order to avoid the possibility of 
radical changes of opinion if the amend- 
ment should be adopted. 

The convention, nevertheless, insisted 
upon announcing its views publicly and im- 
mediately, before presenting them to Gen. 
Wood, who did not receive them in official 
form until twenty hours later. 

The Conservative element feels that this 
act, coupled with the convention's ignoring 
of the views of the Executive Department 
at Washington, has placed the Cubans in 
an unenviable light. 

Several delegates, on hearing this even- 
ing that Congress had adopted the amend- 
ment, said this would not affect the atti- 
tude of the convention, as its members 
would not agree to the scheme of relations 
suggested in the amendment. 

When the attention of Gen. Gomez was 
called this afternoon to a statement cabled 
from New York that he was very angry 
over the report circulated in the United 
States that he had expressed himself 
against the withdrawal of the United States 
troops at present from Cuba, he informed 
a former staff officer that he had made 
the statement, and that any denials were 
quite immaterial. 

As a matter of fact, most of the Cuban 
leaders privately express a desire for the 
prolongation of American intervention, but 
in public they give utterance to revolution- 
ary views, in order to please the masses 
and to retain their popularity. 

This is the keynote of the present situa- 
tion. It was well illustrated at the public 
meeting of the Republican Party at the 
Tacon Theatre Sunday, when Sefior Zayas, 
who is really very conservative in his 
views, made a speech in which he advo- 
cated the defending of the independence of 
Cuba with the machete. 


BELIEVES CUBANS WILL ACCEPT. 


The Cabinet Discusses Report trom Gen. 
Wood to That Effect. 
WASHINGTON, March 1.—The Cabinet 
to-day talked over the Cuban situation and 
Secretary Root read telegrams from Gen. 
Wood to the effect that in his opinion the 


Cubans would soon become convinced that 
the action of Congress in fixing the rela- 
tions which should exist between Cuba and 
the United States was for their interest as 
well as our own, and would accept them 
without serious objection. 


THE CUBAN INVESTIGATION. 


Senate Committee Advises that Further 
Inquiry by It Is Unnecessary. 
WASHINGTON, March 1.—Senator Platt, 
(Rep., Conn.,) Chairman of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Relations with Cuba, to-day sub- 
mitted to the Senate the report of that 
committee upon the results of its investiga- 
tions into irregularities in Cuba. The com- 
reittee details the extent of its investiga- 
tions, but makes no recommendation be- 
yond that contained in the following para- 

graph: 

“In the opinion of the committee the in- 
formation obtained is so full and specific 
as to render further investigation and in- 
quiry unnecessary, especially in view of 
the fact that the alleged frauds in connec- 
tion with the postal revenues of the island 
are now being investigated by the courts 
of Cuba in cases where officials alleged to 
have embezzled or misappropriated postal 
funds are being prosecuted.” 

The investigation cost $14,934. 


BORING FOR OIL IN MEXICO. 


Experts from United States Have Sank 
Several Wells—Big Flow Expected. 
Special to The New York Times. 
AUSTIN, Texas, March 1.—A dispatch 
from Tampico, Mexico, says. “The Mex- 
ico Petroleum Company, which owns over 
600,000 acres of prospective oil lands near 
Tampico, has brought from the United 
States forty expert well borers and a num- 
ber of oil-boring outfits. The work of 
drilling ten wells has begun. The petrole- 
um flows from several natural springs on 
the tract of land owned by this company 
and big producing wells will probably be

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DE WET AGAIN GETS AWAY 


“Forced North” Is the Phrase 
Lord Kitchener Uses. 


British Take Two Hundred Prisoners, 
While the Boers Capture Eighty 
of Kitchener’s Scouts. 


LONDON, March 2.—The War Office has 
received the following from Lord Kitchen- 
er, dated Pretoria, March 1: 

**De Wet has been forced north over the 
Orange River, and is now clear of Cape 
Colony. Two hundred prisoners have been 
taken, others, who were stragglers, being 
captured. 


‘Eighty men of Kitchener's fighting 
scouts were attacked by superior numbers, 
and after a prolonged fight and sustaining 
twenty casualties, surrendered.” 

The Hopetown correspondent of The 
Times, in a dispatch dated Feb. 27, describ- 
ing Col. Plumer's pursuit of De Wet, which 
has been continually hampered by heavy 
rains, says: 

“Since Col. Plumer’s attack at Wolve- 
kuil, on Feb. 15, the invaders have behaved 
like harried hares. The report that De 
Wet had crossed the river arose from some 
small parties crossing in a boat at Mark’s 
Drift, where Col. Plumer prevented the 
crossing of the main commando and took 
100 prisoners. 

“After the capture of De Wet’s guns on 
Feb. 23 the enemy were in full retreat, 
and ought to have fallen into the hands of 
the column from Kimberley; but they 


slipped past in the night, recrossed the 
railway, and are now trying with Hertzog 
to recross the Orange River at Zand Drift; 
but Hertzog’s commando has melted away, 
the majority having been dispersed or hav- 
ing surrendered. 

“De Wet, in his fanaticism, is reportéd 
as demented. It is said that he flogs every- 
body, and that Haasbroeck, who still has a 
compact commando, refuses to co-operate 
with him.” 


BRITISH ARMY ESTIMATES. 


£87,915,000 Needed for the Coming Fi- 

nancial Year—Only a Small Sum 

for Permanent Additions. 

LONDON, March 2.—The Right Hon. W. 
St. John Brodrick, Secretary of State for 
War, has issued a statement of the army 
estimates for 1901-1902. The total is £87,- 
915,000, of which £58,230,000 comes under 
the heading of war services, and is based 
on the assumption that for the first four 
months of the new financial year—until 
the end of July—the field force in South 
Africa will be maintained at its full 
strength, and that thereafter a gradual 
diminution will take place. 

This sum also provides for the transport 
home of troops, for war gratuities, &c. 


The number of men provided for is 450,000, 
being 230,000 above the normal army 
tablishment, and due to the war in South 
Africa and the operations in China. 

The sum of £1,912,000, under the heading 
of Permanent Additions, includes the form- 
ation of garrison battalions for service at 
the Mediterranean and other non-tropical 
stations, together with measures affecting 
the militia, yeomanry,-and yvelunteers, the 
new system of allotment throughout the 
army, and other measures of reorganiza- 
tion. 

The sum of £2,322,000, under the heading 
of temporary increases, provides for the re- 
armament of the fortresses and for in- 
creased stores. 

The total estimates for the previous year 
were £88,999,400, which, however, included 
the supplementary estimates. 

There is little disposition to criticise the 
estimates until Mr. Brodrick has explained 
them in the House of Commons. The Rad- 
icals are inclined to protest against an 
annual army budget of nearly £30,000,000 
as distinct from special war requirements. 

The general opinion is that the modest ad- 
ditional demands cannot mean really ade- 
quate army reorganization and reform. Ap- 
parently more attention is being paid to 
increasing the efficiency of the auxiliary 
forces, especially the Yeomanry and Volun- 
teers, than to the regulars. 

As there are almost certain to be some 
supplementary estimates before the year is 
ended, the military expenditure will prob- 
ably exceed that of the expiring year.

LONDON, March 2.—The Daily Chronicle 
says it understands that, in view of the ex- 
pected surrender of Commandant Botha, 
the military authorities have already sus- 
pended contracts with some firms for war 
stores. 


TRANSVAAL-FREE STATE PACT. 


Statement by Mr. Balfour in House of 
Commons Causes Surprise—His 
Opinion of Steyn. 
LONDON, March 2.—In the House of 
Commons yesterday Charles P. Scott (Lib- 
eral) asked the Right Hon. A. J. Balfour, 
the Government leader, at what date in 1899 
the Government was informed that, if war 
ensued between the Transvaal and Great 
Britain as a result of the differences which 
were made apparent at the Bloemfontein 
conference, the Orange Free State would 
undoubtedly throw in her lot with the sister 
republic. Mr. Balfour’s reply, as taken 
down by the stenographers, was as follows: 
“All the information we have on this 
subject is necessarily a matter of opinion, 
and therefore conjectural in its character, 
or else is contained in statements of ex- 
President Steyn, in which case, unfortu- 

nately, it is mendacious.”’ 

This announcement brought forth cries of 
* Oh! from the Irish and other members 
= and Mr. Balfour dropped the sub- 
ect. 

Mr. Balfour's reply was regarded as ex- 
tremely obscure and caus considerable 
surprise. It was explained on his behalf 
that he was not referring to anything spe- 


cific, but alluded generally to Mr. Steyn's 
statements. 


Mr. Balfour's reply to Mr. Scott's ques- 
tion is the first intimation that there was 
any doubt of the attitude of the Orange 
Free State in the uarrel between the 
South African Republic and Great Britain. 
On Sept. 21, 1809, three weeks previous 
to the outbreak of the war, Mr. Steyn, the 
President of the F'ree State, made a speech 
in the Volksraad, in which, according to 
the reports in the London papers, he said: 

“It cannot be a matter of indifference to 
us if the Transvaal is thrown into trouble, 
because we are not only bound to it by 
everything near and dear, but also because 
we have a political alliance which for the 
last ten years has stood with the treaty of 
amity and commerce between the two 
States. If its independence is assailed, we 
will render the Transvaal all the assistance 
in our power. It is therefore for you to de- 
cide what attitude the Orange Free State 
shall assume. feel I must again state 
my opinion that nothing has happened—to 
a war or an attack on the Trans- 
vaal.”’

after Mr. Steyn’s speech, went into secret 
session, which lasted several days. It wa 
afterward announced that out of its delib- 
erations came the determination to support 
the Transvaal in case of war with Great 
Britain.

British troops in South Africa, British 
firms being unable to make sufficiently 
prompt delivery.

BOUND FOR WASHINGTON. 


Hundreds of New York Republicans 
will Take Part in the Inaugura- 
tion Monday. 


There will be a great exodus of Repub- 
Licans from the city to Washington to- 
day to be present at the inauguration. Gov. 
Odell, accompanied by Major Bird, his Mili- 
tary Secretary, and other members of his 
staff, will arrive in the city from Albany 
early this morning, and go to Washington 
in a private car. About 500 other New 
York members of the Republican organiza- 
tion will go on special trains, and in 
squads of from 50 to 100, intending to 
march in the inauguration parade, Brook- 
lyn is expected to send another half a 
thousand. 

The Lincoln Club, 


of which Postmaster 
Cornelius Van Cott is the President, will 
send the largest club delegation. Its spe- 
cial train leaves Jersey City at noon to- 


day, and 250 members are expected to 
be aboard at that hour. 

There will be delegations also from seven 
Assembly districts, all of them with their 
leaders and banners, for the parade on 
Monday. Internal Revenue Collector Ferd- 
inand Eidman will lead a squad from the 
Tenth District. From the Nineteenth In- 
ternal Revenue Collector George R. Bidwell 
expects to take a large delegation. Mc- 
Dougal Hawkes will be at the head of _the 
representatives from the Twenty-fifth Dis- 
trict. 

From the Twenty-seventh a company of 
paraders will go to march under the lead- 
ership of James W. Perry. Alexander T. 
Mason will lead the faithful from the 
Twenty-ninth District; Silas C. Croft will 
be at the head of the Thirty-first District 
delegation, and the Thirty-fifth will follow 
the lead of Edward W. Healy. 

The Brooklynites who will go will prob- 
ably march in a body without reference to 
Assembly districts. Lieut. Gov. Woodruff 
will march at the head. Gov. Odell will 
command the marchers from the whole 
State. 

A number of Republicans left yesterday 
for Washington. Robert C. Morris and Will- 
iam H. Ten Eyck were among them. Very 
few Republicans were to be seen at the 
Fifth Avenue Hotel last night, owing to 
the prevalence of the ‘‘On the Washing- 
ton” cry. 


G. A. R. VETERANS TO MARCH. 


To Form Personal Escort of the Presi- 
dent on Inauguration Day. 


WASHINGTON, March 1.—The dispute 
between the Inaugural Committee and the 
war veterans over the matter of precedence 
in the parade Monday resulted to-day in 
a compromise, under which the veterans 
will take part to a certain extent in the 
ceremonies. At a conference between Sec- 
retary Root, Gen. Francis V. Greene, Grand 
Marshal of the parade, and Gen. Daniel 
E. Sickles it was decided that the local 
and visiting Grand Army veterans will 
form the honorary escort to the President 
from the White House to the Capitol on 
the 4th of March, The further conclusion 
was reached that the veterans will not 
participate in the afternoon parade on the 
return from the Capitol to the White 
House, but after the procession has passed 
through the ‘“‘Court of Honor” they will 
be reviewed by the President. 

The college men invited to participate 
in the inaugural parade have been assigned 
to form the First Brigade of the Third 
Division of the civic section of the pageant. 
Gen. O. O. Howard will command the di- 
vision. The respective pourtone of the col- 
leges in the parade will be fixed by the 
date of the charters of the institutions 
represented.

Prof. Shaler lectured for an hour on the 
subject in Sanders Theatre this morning. 
He said that, according to his estimates, 
there are from 4,000 to 6,000 square miles 
of alluvial plains in America which will 
bear vast quantities of gold under the new 
dredging system, and he stated that it was 
practically certain that the quantity of 
gold in the world will be quadrupled within 
the next forty years. The quantity would, 
he said, be increased ten-fold were it not 
for the fact that the price of labor will 
advance with the increase of gold and make 
the working of the rock beds and more 
expensive mines impossible. 

Prof. Shaler believed that there is $30,- 
000,000,000 worth of gold to be taken from 
the earth within tne next century. Silver,

PROSPERITY IN CHICAGO. 


Deposits in Banks Show Increase of 
$26,029,127 in Last Few Weeks.

CHICAGO, March 1.—Thirteen State 
banks in Chicago gained $11,149,103 in de- 
posits from Dec. 14 to Feb. 25.

increase in deposits, the banks expanded 
their loans by $2,053,253, and added §6,555,-

The gain in deposits of the State banks 
is in addition to one of $14,880,024 shown by 
the National banks in their recent reports, 
making a total increase of $26,029,127. This 
gives the banks of the city approximately 
$410,000,000 of deposits.

THE WITHDRAWAL OF TROOPS. 


| Reasons for Orders to Chaffee—He 
Will, It Is Expected, Have Supreme 
Command in the Philippines. 


WASHINGTON, March 1.—Carrying out 
the policy inaugurated by the State De- 
partment when it changed its military force 
in China into a legation guard, the War De- 
partment has sent orders to Gen. Chaffee 
to still further reduce his force. The Gen- 
eral now has under his command about 
1,800 men, composed of Troops I, K, L, and 
M, Sixth United States Cavalry; Battery 
F, Fifth Artillery, and the Ninth Infantry. 
Although nominally a legation guard, Gen. 
Chaffee’s force is of rather formidably of- 
fensive size, and, not being desirous of 
retaining an unnecessary menace to the 
Chinese Court, and in order to hold out in- 
ducements for the Emperor's early return 


to Peking, the United States Government 
some time ago determined upon a further 
reduction in the number of troops, and the 
orders went forward. Considerable discre- 
tion was left to Gen. Chaffee in the selec- 
tion of the troops to remain, and it is as- 
sumed at the department that the Peking 
dispatch announcing that these consist of 
two companies of the Ninth Regiment un- 
der Major Robertson fs correct. 

If the other powers represented at Peking 
‘ean be induced to follow this policy, it is 
hoped that a long step will have been ef- 
fected toward the restoration of normal 
conditions at Peking. 

It is said at the War Department that 
arrangements have not yet been made for 
bringing away the troops from Peking, and 
it is believed that this cannot be done be- 
fore the ice clears out of the Pei River, 
which is usually some time in the latter 
yart of March.

CORNELL’S NEW SCHOLARSHIPS 


President Schurman Protests Against 
the Increase, but Nevertheless 
Admits the Scholars. 

Special to The New York Times. 


ITHACA, March 1.—The correspondence 
of June last between President Schurman of 
Cornell and Superintendent Skinner of the 
State Department of Public Instruction re- 
lating to the increase of free scholarships in 
Cornell frorn 128 to 150 each year, on ac- 
count of the increase in the number of As- 


sembly districts, was made public to-day. 

President Schurman makes a protest 
against the increase. He adds that the uni- 
versity will receive the scholars, but in so 
doing ‘vill waive none of its rights or equi- 
ties fn the premises, but will enter upon its 
new duties with the hope that the State 
will make some form of just compensation 
for the extra burdens imposed. 

Mr. Schurman points out that, while the 
law speaks of one scholar from each dis- 
trici, it in all likelihood meant the same 
rule to apply as in West Point. Notwith- 
standing this, he says Cornell has received 
a free scholar each year, or 512 for the 
four years, and that it is now proposed to 
increase this number to 600. He says that 
the cost of each scholar to the university is 
$300, or $180,000 a year in all. As against 
this, the college received a land grant from 
which the annual income is but $35,000. To 
avoid any friction, Mr. Schurman says, no 
protest has ever been made by the univer- 
sity. 

Inquiry at the Treasurer’s office to-day 
revealed the fact that the 150 new scholars 
had been admitted.

BIG CORPORATION DEFAULTS. 


Interest on Maryland Brewing Company 
Bonds Not Paid—Receivers to 
be Asked For. 

BALTIMORE, March 1.—The Maryland 
Brewing Company to-day defaulted in its 
payment of the half-yearly interest on 
$7,500,000 of bonds, and the Citizens’ Trust 
and Deposit Company of Baltimore will 
to-morrow file a bill asking for receivers 
for the company and a sale of the property 
under foreclosure at the end of the sixty 
days required by the terms of the mort- 
gage. 

Judge Dennis, in Circuit Court No. 2, this 
morning announced that he would hear all 
the questions connected with the subject 
on March 11. 

The brewing company will file its an- 
swer to-morrow morning at the same time 
that the bill is filed. It is said that this 
answer will admit the allegations of the 
bill and will consent to the appointment of 
receivers. 

Sperry, Jones & Co. will intervene in the 
proceedings for receivers, and will ask that 
none be appointed, making af that 
the company is not insolvent. he bill to 
be filed by the trust company to-morrow 
will contain two chiet allegations—tfirst, 
that the company has defaulted in the pay- 
ment of its interest conpons due March i, 
and, second, that it has also defaulted in 
the pay ment of the $75,000 due each year 
on March 1, for the sinking fund to pay off 
the mortgage, which expires in 1938. 

There wil: be no demand made by the 
trust company in its bill for the posses- 
sion of the property, which it has the right 
to @emand under the terms of the mort- 
gauge, nor have 20 per cent. of the bond- 
holders availed themselves of their right to 
demand that the trust company shall take 
possession of the property. 

The knowledge that the brewing com- 
pany would default on the payment of in- 
terest to-day was so well discounted on the 
Stock Exchange that there was very little 
difference in the price of the securities 
from yesterday. 

The Maryland Brewing Company was or- 
ganized during the boom in 1899. It ac- 
quired seventeen of the twenty-one brew- 
eries then in existence in Baltimore City 
and County. Since then several inde pend- 
ent breweries have been started, which 
with the old companies that held aloof 
from the combination, have made serious 
inroads into the revenues of the company. 
Of capitalization it has $6,500,000, of which 
$3.250,000 is 6 per cent. cumulative pre- 
ferred stock, besides $7,500,000 of 6 per 
cent, first mortgage bonds, Of the bonds 
about $150,000 have been purchased for 
the sinking fund. 


TIN CAN TRUST PERFECTED. 


Baltimore Manufacturers Hold Out for 
All Cash for Their Plants and 


Are Successful.

BALTIMORE, March 1.—Parties interest- 
ed in the big combine of the tin can manv- 
facturers said to-night that the deal had 
practically been effected.

LISTER ESTATE TRUSTEE CASE. 


Special Master Keen Ready to Make 
His Report to the Chancellor. 
Special Master in Chancery Oscar Keen,

Charles L. Corbin, counsel for Mr. Weeks, 
held that the construction of the law in re- 
gard to a trustee being restricted from 
making profit out of the estate did not ap- 
ply to the incidental advantages that a 
trustee might derive from managing a 
trust, but to abstractions from the funds of 
the estate.

Hecht Tells How Mrs. Foster’s 
Death Was Brought About. 


Agreement for a Double Suicide, but 
Only the Woman Died—Chloro- 
form and Morphine Used. 


SYRACUSE, N. Y., March 1.—Ernest 
Hecht, on trial for the murder of Mrs. 
Louise Foster, told his story of her death 
to-day. He first described how he met the 
woman, and of their subsequent friendship 
and love. He maintained that their Trela- 
tions were platonic, and that there was an 
irresistible affinity between them. He slept 
in her apartments, but in a separate room. 
The woman spoke to him of opening a 
boarding house in the Tenderloin district, 
and he told her that there was before her 
if she did so only social or actual suicide. 
She appeared to grieve over his conclu- 
sions, and insisted that she would keep the 
house respectable, but he insisted that there 
would be but one end to the enterprise. A 
few days after this conversation she went 
to him and said: ‘‘ Ernest, to-morrow is 
the day we are to die.’’ Hecht then went 
on to testify: 

“IT said, ‘Is there no help?’ Mrs. Foster 
replied: ‘No, no help, no hope.’ 

‘She said she would make ali the ar- 
rangements for the double suicide. I tried 
to dissuade her, but in vain. She kissed me 
good night, and said, ‘Go to work to-mor- 
row and keep cool.” I was miserable. I 
loved her more than any one, and life 
without her would be a miserable waste. I 
decided it were better to dic than live with- 


out her. 

‘At noon I called. She led me to the 
front room and said: ‘ This is where we are 
going to die.’ I said: ‘Why~-should we 
die?’ and she answered, ‘ Because it is 
better so.’

NEW PULP MILLS IN , IN MAINE. 


Two Plants on Penabeset Waters to be 
in Operation Next Year. 
Special to The New 
. 

BANGOR, Me., March 1.—Arrangements 
were completed here to-day for the erec- 
tion of two more pulp mills on Penobscot 
waters, and it is expected that the plants 
will be completed and in operation before 
Jan. 1, 1902. 

The first is to be lotated on the west 
side of the west branch of the Penobscot, 
five miles from Mattawamkeag, and will 
be a ground wood pulp mill of fifty tons 
daily capacity. N. M. Jones of the Katah- 
din Pulp and Paper Company of Lincoln 
and C. WeMullen of Bangor, who is in- 
terested in the Great Northern Paper Com- 
pany, are the chief promoters. Surveys 
are now being made for a spur track of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway to the mills. 
The other mill will be located three miles 
above Lincoln on Mattagamus Falls. It 
will be supplied with sulphite pulp from 
the Katahdin mills at Lincoln, and will 
manufacture thirty tons of Manila paper 
daily. In the enterprise N. M. Jones and 
others of the Katahdin Pulp and Paper 
Company are interested. 

Various other. pulp-mill projects are un- 
der consideration, and it is expected that 
the capacity of the Great Northern Mill 
at Millinocket will be increased largely. 
At present the pulp mills on the Penobscot 
consume 100,000,000 feet of logs annually, or 
one-half the total cut.

~ WEST POINT’S NEW HEAD. 


Story of Commandant Treat’s Plebe 
Days at the Academy. 

Whenever there is a change at the West 
Point Military Academy of a Superintend- 
ent or of a Commandant of Cadets, there is 
always a commotion on the reservation. 
The order of the Secretary of War on Mon- 
day relieving Lieut. Col. Otto L. Hein as 
Commandant of Cadets is no exception to 
the rule, and now everybody at West Point 
is talking about Capt. Charles Gould Treat 
of the artillery who has been desig- 
nated by the Secretary of War as Col. 
Hein'’s successor. 2 

As usual, the cadet days of the new Com- 
mandant are gone over by the old-timers | 
and the result is already many a good 
story. There is a mighty good one afloat 
Just now in the Army and Navy Club about 
Capt. Treat when he wore the gray coat 
with its bell buttons. In the first place, 
for the information of the public generally, 
the new Commandant went to West Point 
from Wisconsin. He was admitted to the 
ackdemy in 1878, and was graduated No. 13 
in a class of thirty-seven, which class, by 
the way, when it was in its “ plebe”’ cloth- 
ing, was 102 strong. 

In speaking about him at the Army and 
Navy Club last evening a West Pointer 
who knew the new Commandant well when 
he was a fourth-class man, said: ‘* Treat 
was the first person who ever came to 
West Point whose name was Treat, and, 
of course, when he was a fourth-class man, 
that name was chosen by the first-class 
men as a specially good basis for * hazing’ 
projects, The projects were all of an in- 
nocent kind, but they cost the young man 
many good bits of rare eatables that were 
sent to him by his friends. He never got 
a package of sweets that he was not for- 
mally called upon to ‘treat’ the hazers 
with. That word was used upon him for 
everything that was good to get from him. 
In fact, he was expected—that word read 
‘commanded’ with the fourth-class man— 
to ‘treat’ the cadets of the first class to 
anything good that came along his way. 
One day it leaked out that he had just re- 
ceived a box full of bonbons or things just 
as good, and before he had time to untie 
the dainty ribbons that entwined it, he 
was ordered by a special ‘ visitor’ to ‘ de- 
liver the goods to the bearer.’ ‘ You must 
‘“‘treat’’’ others in a gentlemanly way be- 
fore you begin to move on the works your- 
self,” was the command. With his usual 
good nature—and knowledge of what was 
in store for him should he disobey ‘ or- 
ders "—the box was surrendered. Well, the 
result of that surrender sent a _ thrill 
through some of the first-class men that 
they did not forget all that day. 

“The box was opened in one of the first- 
class men’s rooms. It was just before 
‘falling in’ in answer to the call for din- 
ner at the mess hall.. Every one of the 
boys hastily grabbed a bonbon or two and 
threw it into his mouth as he rushed out 
to join the battalion then quickly forming 
in front of the cadet barracks. Such a 
queer-looking set of faces as the bonbon 
eaters had for a while was enough to make 
a horse laugh. But they all fell into rank 
in good order, although as one of them re- 
marked afterward, ‘ suffering the tortures 
of the damned.’ 

“It seems that

Let me add right 
here, the cadets will have a splendid com- 
mander. I knew Capt. Treat well when in 
1899 he was aide de camp at headquarters 
of the Division of the Atlantic.

Conle of Greene County that has lasted 
since the night of Shenkle’s arrest, and 
which has led him and his prisoner through 
many counties in their efforts to avoid 
mobs.

QUEER RELIC OF A GREAT FIRE. | 


Figures in Portrait of German Royal 
Family Unscathed Amid the Debris 


of the Liner Saale. 

Second Officer Emile Zander of the North 
German Lloyd Liner Kaiser Wilhelm der 
Grosse is the owner of a portrait of the Ger- 
man imperial family that has an extraordi- 
nary history. The portrait is of the Emperor, 
Empress, and two of the younger Princes. 
Glued firmly to a piece of plate glass, sus- 
pended from the ceiling of his cabin, the 
picture never fails to attract the attention 
of visitors to Mr. Zander’s apartment. At 
first glance it would appear that the fig- 
ures of the Kaiser, his consort, and their 
two sons had been neatly cut from the 


original cardboard and pasted on the 
in order to give the royal figures a more 
natural aspect. But such is not the case. 

The picture is a relic of the fire

Zander went to his cabin to ascertain if by 
chance anything had escaped the 
vouring flames. He

remaining except in the form of ashes. He 
was about to return to the deck when he 
noticed among the débris what appeared to 
be a piece of asbestos. He picked it up and 
was surprised to find that it was his pic- 
ture of the Kaiser burned everywhere to a 
crisp with the exception of the figures of 
the royal personages. 

When he reached the deck and showed 
the picture to his brother-officers and oth- 
ers at work on the wreck, every one cen- 
mented on the remarkable incident. he 
officers of the company at Bremerhaven 
advised Zander to send it to the Kaiser, so 
that his Majesty might have a chance 
to see a photograph of himself and family 
that had escaped amid all the tons of 
woodwork, iron, steel, and other fixtures 
destroyed on the big liner.

Committee of Fifteen at Present 
Is Watching Developments.

It was stated yesterday by a man closely 
in touch with the work of the Committee 
of Fifteen that there would be no more 
raids for the present conducted by members 
of this committee. The first raid, it was 
said, accomplished all that the committee 
hoped to do, and that was but-a step in 
the general plan the committee expects to 
pursue in capturing the ‘*‘ gambling syndi- 
cate.” The committee intendg according 
to the information of this.informant, to 
await developments in the immediate fut- 
ure, and let the police show their hand. 

Superintendent John McCullagh, who was 
announced by Chairman W. H. Baldwin, 
Jr., of ‘the committee to be the chief de- 
tective for his committee, said yesterday 
that his own work had been done. He 
did not know what might be undertaken 
in the future. ° 

‘*I was asked by the Committee of Fif- 
teen,’’ said Superintendent McCullagh, *‘ to 
do a certain thing. I obtained the assist- 
ance of two or three skilled men, and we 
secured the evidence we wanted. Think of 
the difficulties we had to contend with. 
it was being announced by newspapers 
every day that some high police official 
Was about to be indicted. It was under- 
stood that word had gone out from Head- 
quarters that all gambling places were to 
be closed. 

**Yet I and my men were expected to get 
evidence to exhibit the existence of a typic- 
al condition. This evidence was secured 
and placed in the hands of the committee 
only a very little while before the raids 
were made. Then, consider that those raids 
were made by amateurs, and that most of 
them were only brought into the contidence 
of the committee a few hours before hand. 

“And yet we showed that there were 
gambling places in plenty operating in the 
Yenderloin. There were two or three other 
places that we wanted to get, bit their 
managers were too foxy. We wanted to 
move fast, and didn’t have time to secure 
conclusive evidence’ against them. 

“ Now, having accomplished what we set 
out to do, we are waiting for something to 
turn up. We are not securing any evi- 
dence against any other places and we are 
not trying to. Whether we will in the 
future do so, I do not know.” — 

Superintendent McCullagh said that if the 
real “gambling combine’’ was ever en- 
tangled in any legal net, it was going to be 
a mighty hard job. He said people capable 
of running such an institution as that 
would necessarily be very ‘* oily.” 

Chairman Baidwin of the Committee of 
Fifteen said also that the committee did 
not contemplate any raids or other action 
in the immediate future. His attention was 
called to the statement of Commissioner 
of Police Murphy to the effect that, all 
gambling places in the city were now 
closed. 

‘“[ would like to believe that,” 
Baldwin, ‘“‘ but I am afraid the Commis- 
sioner is allowing himself to be deluded. 
Time will tell whether or not he is the vic- 
tim of imposition. We know that some of 
the gambling places which expected raids 
last night were closed, or rather, were wide 
open from end to end, so that every one 
could see that nothing was going on inside. 
it is not the object of this committee to go 
out raiding with a brass band. We cer- 
tainly don’t intend to accommodate any 
wrongdoers when they .expect us. Perhaps 
before another raid we may learn some- 
thing from the police court examination of 
the men who were caught in the last raid.” 

After a lecture on the Bible before the 
Teachers’ College of Columbia University 
last night, Bishop Potter, who returned to 
town on Thursday, was asked by reporters 
for some comment on the polie2 situation. 
He said: 

“IT wonder that Tammany has not seen 
how foolish it has been not to sacrifice 
Devery and Herlihy. The action of Tam- 
many in holding them shows how strong 
the mutual combine is. Tammany has 
been blundering right along.’

“THE” ALLEN’S CLUB RAIDED. 


Capt. Chapman Ordered to “ Break the 
Place Up”—Prisoners Dis- 


charged in Court. 

“The” Allen, who says he.is proud to be 
President of the *‘ West Side Club,”’ at 80 
Sixth Avenue, carried otit his threat to 
have his place open and doing business yes- 
terday, and the police raided it. The two 
men said to be in charge at the time Were 
arrested, and such paraphernalia as. might 
be found were carted over to the Mercer 
Street Police Station. ‘ 

Magistrate Pool, before whom John Con- 
nors of 129 Washington Place and William 
Stell of 124 West One Hundred and Four- 
teenth Street were arraigned, charged with 
conducting a poolroom and gambling re- 
sort, discharged the prisoners, saying to the 
detectives as he did so: 

“Why did you bring these men here on 
such evidence as this? I can’t hold them 
without something more definite, Before 
making an arrest of this kind, you must 
either place a bet or see one placed.” 

The raid was made about 3 o’clock in the 
afternoon. The detectives said about fifty 
men were in the place at the’ time, These 
detectives, Martineau, McGuire, (and 


Schwartz, of the Mercer Street Station, said 
they had learned of Allen's threat to keep 
his place open, and they had gone-there to 
see what was really going on. They en- 
countereé mo opposition, they said, in-get- 
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ting into the “club,” and, finding that bet- 
ting on horse races was. going on, they ar- 
rested the men in charge. 

“The” Allen was indignant when he re- 
turned and found his place raided. He 
said the police had no right to enter his 
place, owing to the existence of an injunc- 
tion issued by Justice Smyth two years 
ago, when a case against Allen was before 
the Court of Special Sessions. Allen had 
consulted. Lawyer Steinhardt of Howe & 
Hummel's office, who had said that the 
police had no right to enter his place with- 
out a warrant. Steinhardt appeared for 
Stell and Connors when caer were ar- 
raigned before Magistrate Pool. 

’ This was a test case,” said Steinhardt 
afterward. “The Magistrate’s decision 
very properly safeguards the rights of my 
client. f the police can enter a private 
club, they can go into a private house, 
which would be the greatest oppression.” 

Capt. Chapman of the Sixteenth Precinct, 
in which *“* The’’ Allen’s place is situated, 
said — evening that he was instructed 
by Commissioner Devery to “break the 
place up,” and he had stationed patrol- 
men at it to make illegal transactions im- 
possible. Allen had sent no message to 
iim, (Chapman,) but had been very “ sas- 
sy’ to a Sergeant and the patrolmen, and 
said that he had the advice of a Police 
Magistrate to shoot any policemen if they 
entered his place.

“I went at it,’’ said the Inspector, ‘to 
accomplish what I wanted. I put twenty 
patrolmen in the place in spite of Allen's 
bluster and then said to him, ‘Now, go 
ahead and do business.’

The men were 
called off all right, but not by Walt.

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MURPHY: INVESTIGATES 
THE DETECTIVE BUREAU 


Calls for the Record of Every Mem- 
ber of That Branch. 


Special Corps of 100 Spies Disbanded 
After Furnishing Reports—The 
Second Deputyship. 


If there is not soon a “ shake-up” in the 
Central Office Detective Bureau it will 
be because Commissioner and Chief Mur- 
phy, after possessing full information in 
regard to every man under the command 
of Capt. Titus, is convinced that none is 
unfit for the position he holds, whether he 
be a patrolman detailed to the Detective 
Bureau or a Detective Sergeant. 

Col. Murphy, having disposed of the ques- 
tion of resorts where the law is habitually 
violated, for the present at least, wants 
to know how many men there are in the 
Detective Bureau and what services they 
have rendered. He yesterday summoned 
Chief Detective Mtus, and directed him 
tou furnish without delay the names of all 
his subordinates, the time they have been 
in the bureau, and their record of services 
during the past three months. This order 
has created some arxiety among the offi- 
eers for whom snug berths were found by 
their political friends in the later board, es- 
pecially among those who in its last days 
were shifted to it from the offices of the 
CommiSsioners, where they were aides. 

Commissioner Murphy and First Deputy 
Commissioner Devery received yesterday 
the reports celled for from Manhattan 
commanders in regard to gambling places, 
poolrooms, and other resorts, and trom the 
special corps of 100 men. This corps was 
yesterday dissolved, it having performed 
all the duties expected of it. The reports 
occupied the attention of the Commission- 
er and his deputy for an hour in the 
afternoon, and then they were carried to 
the rooms on the second floor which Mr. 
Devery occupies when Col. Murphy is in 
the building. Col. Murphy said that he 
Phad not had time to get up any data or 


tv form any opinion from the reports, and 
for that reason he would not discuss them. 

‘““{ have very little to talk about to-day,’’ 
said Col. Murphy last evening, after he had 
told of the orders given to Capt. Titus and 
he had declined to discuss the reports on 
illegal resorts in Manhattan. ‘‘ The Police 
Pension Fund question is not settled, and [ 
have not appointed a Second Deputy Com- 
missioner. Oh, I have heard from the ru- 
mor bureau, which is as active as ever. 
Some day 1 may have to interest myself 
about it. I- have not appointed ex-Con- 
gressman Driggs of Brooklyn. [ never 
heard of him in this connection until I saw 
the story in the newspapers. Nor have [ 
chosen Mr. York, the President of the old 
board. Further than this I will not talk 
on the suoject. There has been a mutual 
transfer, at the request of each, of Capt. 
William Hogan of the Seventy-eighth and 
Capt. Timothy White of the Seventy-sey- 
enth Precinct, each of course taking the 
other's command. I have not made Capt. 
W. A. Vredenburgh of the Fifth and Capt. 
William Dean of the Eighteenth change 
commands, I have seen Capt. Chapman of 
the Sixteenth Precinct to-day in regard to 
what he is doing to suppress ‘The’ Allen's 
poolroom, in Sixth Avenue. I have also 
seen Benjamin Steinhardt, Allen's lawyer, 
but [ have nothing to say on the subject. I 
cannot say yet if any action will be taken 
because of the robbery at Dr. Huntington's 
rectory, in Chapman's precinct. Chapman 
is a good officer. He was my drummer boy 
when I was in the army. He will be treated 
fairly.” 

As the Commissioner was leaving for home 
last evening he was asked if James Shevlin, 
Hugh McLaughlin's lieutenant, asked him 
when he visited him on Thursday if Ber- 
nard J. York would be suitable to him as 
Second Deputy Commissioner. 

‘He did not,”’ replied Col. 
emphasis 

That Bernard J. York can be the head of 
the police force in Brooklyn and Queens if 
he will accept the job was generally be- 
lieved in Brooklyn political circles last 
night. In Willoughby Street yesterday aft- 
ernoon it was semi-officially stated that 
the local organization leaders had décided 
upon Mr. York as the man to fill the place 
of Second Deputy Commissioner of Police, 
and that he was being urged to take the 
position. Mr; York, however, it was said, 
had not consented to accept the place, al- 
though it was believed that he would 
finally yieid to the urgings the local 
leaders. 

This change involves the restoration of 
harmonious feeling between Willoughby 
Street and Tammany with regard to police 
matters and the concessions said to have 
been made by the Manhattan organization 
respecting home rule in the department in 
the borough across the bridge. It was said 
yesterday that at the conference between 
James Shevlin, the acting leader of the 
Kings County Democracy, and Commission- 
er Murphy it was agreed that Willoughby 
Street should have the naming of the Sec- 
ond Deputy Commissioner and that he 
should be allowed to run the department in 
Brooklyn without interference from Deputy 
Commissioner Devery. It is also claimed 
that it was agreed that Deputy Chief P. H. 
McLaughlin should not be disturbed as the 
head of the uniformed force in Brooklyn. 

James Shevlin said that the Brooklyn or- 
ganization would pick out a man for the 
Deputy Commissionership in whom the 
public would have full confidence and who 
insist upon a strict enforcement of 
the law. He declined to say who the man 
would probably be, but when questioned 
about Mr. York would neither deny nor af- 
firm the statement that the latter had been 
selected for the place. 
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WASHINGTON, March 1.—Representative 
Driggs of New York says he has not been 
a candidate for the Seeond Deputy Police 
Commissionership of New York. He says, 
however, that, being an organization man. 
he would defer to the expressed wishes of 
organization, although the matter of 
the Deputy Commissionership has not yet 
been brought to his attention. 


POLICE SEIZE TYPEWRITERS. 


The Patrolmen’s Ambition to Learn 
Checked by a Sergeant. 

The East Thirty-fifth Street Police Sta- 
tion for several minutes last evening re- 
sembled a business college. In the back- 
room twenty typewriters were being oper- 
ated by as many policemen.

A LIBERAL VICTORY. 


Sir Francis Evans Returned for Maid- 
stone—He Married Miss Marie 


Stevens of Albany. 
LONDON, March 1.—The result of the 
Parliamentary by-election in Maidstone to- 
day, to fill the vacancy caused by the un- 
seating of John Barker, Liberal, owing 
to bribery of voters at the recent general 
election, was the return of the Liberal 
candidate, Sir Francis H. Evans, who re- 
ceived 2,375 votes, as against 2,182 cast 
for. his Conservative opponent, Thomas 
Milvain. 

The Liberal majority at the general elec- 
tion was only 38. 

Sir Francis Henry Evans, Knight Com- 
mander of the Order of St. Michael and 
St. George, represented Southampton in 
Parliament from 1896 to 1900, He is a 
well known business man, being a Di- 
rector in the Thames and Mersey Marine 
Insurance Company and of the Interna- 
tional Sleeping Car Company, a partner 
in the firm of Donald Currie & Co., and 
manager of the Union-Castle Company. He 
was born in 1840. 

Lady Evans was formerly Miss Marie 
De Grasse Stevens. She is a daughter of 
the late Samuel Stevens of Albany, N. Y., 
and married Sir Francis in 1872. 


Says British Have Lost Their Start. 

LONDON, March 2.—The Right Hon. 
Henry Asquith, Member of Parliament for 
East Fife, speaking last evening at Coven- 
try on the defects of the British industrial 
system, said: ‘‘ We are seriously threat- 
ened in- our industrial system for the first 
time in our history.

Cranborne, 
Parliamentary Secretary for the Foreign 
Office, when questioned in the House of 
Ccmmons to-day regarding the claims orig- 
inating from the disturbané¢es in Samoa in 
189%, said that none had been settled, the 
arguments of the American and British 
Governments relating to the military op- 
erations in Samoa not having been pre- 
sented to the arbitrator. The Government 
was communicating with Germany in re- 
spect to the non-military ciaims. 


Ambassador White Has Not Resigned. 


BERLIN, March 1.—The German paper® 
heve printed contradictory reports regard- 
ing the plans of United States Ambassador 
White. To-day the Ambassador, when in- 
terviewed, said nothing had yet been decid- 
ed regarding his stay in Berlin during the 
coming Administration, but that he had not 
handed in his resignation. If he remains 
here he must leave his present handsome 
quartets, as his lease has expired. Appar- 
ently he does not wish to leave, as he is 
already considering offers of new quarters.

THE ATTACK ON M. BOGOLIEPOFF. 


Man Who Shot Him an ex-Student and 


May Have Been Selected by Lot. 
ST. PETERSBURG, March 1.—Peter Kar- 
povich, who shot at and wounded the Min- 
ister of Public Instruction, M. Bogoliepoff, 
last Wednesday, while the Minister was 
holding a reception, was expelled from 
Moscow University in 1896 for taking part 
in the students’ riots there. He was also 
cxpelled from Dorpat University for the 
Same reasons in 1898, and studied at the 
Berlin University in 1900. He belonged to 
a political committee while a student at 
Dorpat University. He remained some time 
in Moscow, and then went to Switzerland 
and Berlin, and returned to St. Petersburg 
on ‘Tuesday. 

Karpovich entered the Ministry in citl- 
zen’s attire, under the pretext of handing 
the Minister a petition asking leave to re- 
enter Dorpat University. 

M. Bogoliepoff passed around the room 
receiving petiticns. Karpovich, who had 
assumed an air of exaltation, glancing dra- 
matically at the ceiling while waiting for 
the Minister’s entrance, drew a revolver 
from his breast pocket, and, while the Min- 
ister was talking with Mayor Chernigof, 
fired at his heart. The hand of the would- 
be assassin trembled, and the bullet passed 
into the right side of the Minister’s neck, 
lodging near the spinal column, whence 
it has not yet been extracted. M. Bogolie- 
potf fell unconscious. ° 

Karpovich, thinking his victim dead, did 
not fire again. He remained pale and mo- 
tionless, making no attempt at flight. 

The Minister of Justice interrogated Kar- 
povich as to his motives, but he would 
give no answer save that he had nothing 
personally against the Minister. According 
to one account, he admitted subsequently 
having been selected by lot to kill M. Bo- 
golieporf. 

The wound is not necessarily 
though the fact that a portion of the 
clothing was carried in with the bullet is 
regarded as a bad feature. 

The parents of Karpovich are property 
owners near Homel, on the Bnieper, and 
he himself is a property owner.

In support of the resolution, Mr. Petti- 
grew said he could not understand why the 
committee had not made a report, “‘ unless 
the railroads want to defeat the bill and 
control the committée.’’ He said *he had 
no triticism to offer of the Chairman of 
the committee, (Mr. Cullom,) but the mem- 
bers of the committee. ought to be dis- 
charged because they would not attend to 
their duties. ‘We presented many memorials 
from various organizations of railway em- 
pioyes urging the passage of the bill. 

Discussing the proposition, Mr. Hoar 
(Rep., Mass.) said that many schemes 
were advocated from time to time for the 
management of vast business enterprises, 
end especially railroads. As a rule the 
echemes were chimerical, and if put into 
effect would destroy the enterprises. The 
best way, he urged, to prevent the pro- 
mulgation of such ideas was to hold by 
law the great enterprises to strict account- 
ability “for the conduct of their business, so 


far ‘as-it related to.the safety of their em- 
loves; Nobody doubted, he asserted, that 
t would add 50 per_cent. #0 the safety of 
railroad travel if a Director of the railroad 
were tied to the front of the locomotive.

Amendment Attached te the 
Sundry Civil Bill. 


WASHINGTON, March 1.~The Senate 
to-night sustained a point of order against 
a Nicaraguan Canal amendment to the 
Sundry Civil bill offered this afternoon by 


Mr. Morgan. 

The Mendment authorized the President 
to acquire from Nicaragua and Costa Rica 
territory sufficient for the eonstruction of 
the Nicaragua Canal and appropriated $10,- 
000,000 for that purpose. Mr. Allison (Rep., 
Iowa,) made the point of order against the 
amendment that it was general legislation. 

Mr. Morgan contended that all the legis- 
lation which had ever been secured on the 
canal had been accomplished in connection 
with appropriation bills. He said that 
$1,300,000 had already been spent in con- 
nection with the canal, and that unless the 
amendment was adopted the protocols with 
Nicaragua and Costa Rica would lapse. 

Mr. Alison's point of order was sus- 
tained. Mr. Morgan appealed, and this 
appeal was the pending question when the 
Senate reassembled this evening after a 


two hours’ recess. Mr. Morgan asked unan- 
imous consent that his amendment go on 
the bill, but Mr. Lodge (Rep., Mass.,) ob- 
jected. 

Mr. Morgan then addressed the Senate 
upon his amendment. He said he was not 
surprised at an objection coming from Mr, 
Lodge, as he declared the Massachusetts 
Senator consistently and uniformly had 
opposed the canal legislation. He charged 
that the influence of the old Panama Canal 
had been felt in’the Senate chamber and 
was still being felt. He did not intimate, 
however, what sort of influence was being 
exercised, 

Mr. Morgan declared also his belief that 
the President of the United Stafes was in 
favor of his amendment, and he challenged 
any Republican Senator to assert that the 
President opposed it. The Alabama Sen- 
ator insisted that he was fighting for the 
honor of the President and the people, of 
the United States, to enable the President 
t» carry into effect the agreements with 
Nicaragua and Costa Rica. 

Mr. Daniel, (Dem., Va.,y having interposed 
to justify non-action until this country 
hears from Great Britain, Mr. Morgan said: 
** When do you expect to hear from Great 
Britain?” 

“The Senator knows as much about that 
as_I do,”’ replied the Virginia Senator. 
‘“* But I think that, having negotiated with 
a co-partner in such a Matter as. this, it 
would’ not be becoming in the United States 
to break off the negotiations while the two 
parties are consulting about it.”’ 

The vote on the appeal from the Chair's 
decision that the amendment was not in or- 
nee in sustaining the Chair—36 
to 16.

The President expressed his regret that 
arrangements already had been made which 
would prevent him from visiting Memphis 
on this occasion, but he hoped to be able 
to do so before the Summer was over.

A BRAVE POSTMASTER. 

Mr. Alexander of Emma, S. C., Compli- 
mented by Postmaster General. 
WASHINGTON, March 1. — Postmaster 
General Smith has sent a letger to Samuel 
H. Alexander, Assistant Postmaster at 
Emma, 8S. C., where the Post Office was 
attacked on the night of Feb. 6 by two 
heavily armed burglars, whom Mr. Alex- 
ander finally overpowered after a des- 
perate encounter, in which he was dan- 
gerously wounded. The Postmaster Gen-

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A CANNIBAL IN THE NAVY. 


Commander Tilley’s Story of the Savage 
He Rescued and Who Is One of 
the. Abarenda’s Crew. 

WASHINGTON, Match 1.—Commander 
Tilley, ‘the ‘Naval Governor of Tutuila, re- 
ports to the Navy Department, under date 
‘ot Auckland, Feb. 1, that, as an act of 
humanity, he has added a cannibal to the 
crew on the United States ship Abarenda. 
He gives an interesting narrative of how 
he came to give’ succor and shelter to 
the stranger. 

“T have-the -honor,’’ says Commander 
Tilley, ‘‘to report that I have on board 
the Abarenda for protection a Solomon 
Island native who was found in the woods 
of Tutuila, where he had been a fugitive 
for more than twelve years. The man is 
a savage, is very black, and does not 
speak any language which any person on 
board the ‘Abarenda can understand. 

“Through an interpreter at Apia I 
learned from him that he was brought 
from the Solomon Islands to work on a 
German plantation in Upolu a long time 
ago; that he was badly treated, and that 
he and two companions ran away and 
got over to Tutuila on a raft. There they 
fled to the woods and remained as out- 
casts, The two companions are dead. 
The statement of the manager of the 
plantation is that these men ran away 
over twelve years ago, and that he does 
not want this man returned. 

“The Samoan natives assert that this 
man has killed some of their people, but 
I hardly believe this, although he may 
have done so when he was hard pushed 
by them. At any rate, the Samoans were 
trying tg kill him, and I took him on board 
ship to save his life. His people are canni- 
bals, and he does not wish to return home 
for fear that after his long absence he 
has been forgotten and will be killed and 
eaten. He is very industrious and useful 
on board ship, doing willingly all kinds 
of menial work. I have issued a ration 
to him, and recommend that he be allowed 
to remain on board some vessel of the 
navy until he can take care of himself. 
At present he is a perfect savage and un- 
able to take care of himself on shore any- 
where. He is about forty-five years of 
age, and is tattoed over all his face. He 
is perfectly tractable and good natured 
now, and is liked by the crew, who have 
given him his clothes.”

CUSTOM HOUSE CHANGES| 


Discharged Inspectors’ Work to be 
Done by Clerks. 


LITTLE CHANCE FOR THE MEN 


Attitude of Deputy Surveyors—The Bag- 
gage of Passengers to be Treat- 


ed as Merchandise. 


Sixteen clerks were yesterday advanced 
by Collector Bidwell from the first to the 
second grade in the Customs Service and 
designated to take the declarations of pas- 
sengers, which work was done by the thir- 
ty-one Inspectors whose places were de- 
clared vacant on Thursday by the Collector 
and the staff of the Surveyor under whose 
jurisdiction they were abolished. These 
clerks will be known as Acting Deputy 
Collectors, and their salaries will be ad- 
vanced from $1,200 to $1,500 a year. They 
are: 

Madison P, Sawyer, 
William J. Stiven, 
Nathaniel P. Fisher, 
Francis T. Leahy, 
John J. Loughrey, 
Cc.

According to a statement made yester- 
day by Collector Bidwell these sixteen men 
will in time be attached to the Entry Di- 
vision under Deputy Collector Quacken- 
bush. Under the new plan, Mr. Bidwell 
said, the personal baggage of passengers 
will hereafter be treated the same as mer- 
chandise. 

Although it was again stated by some 
of the discharged men yesterday that they 
would contest their removal and claim 
that the civil service laws had _ been 
violated, it is not likely, according to.the 
views of those who are posted on these 
matters, that their contest will be avail- 
ing. Secretary McAneny of the Civil 
Service Reform Association, speaking on 
this point, said yesterday: ? 

‘Even. if they hold their positiéns under 
civil service law it will not do them any 
good. It seems that some one decided to 
abolish their offices. The best the men 
who lost their positions could have done 
Was to make an. appeal to the Secretary 
of the Treasury. But he seems to have 
made his decision in advance. His de- 
cision was final.” 

Collector Bidwell also said that no 
amount of fighting would do any good. 
He sald that the offices had been abolished, 
and that none of the discharged men would 
be reappointed to other positions. He 
added: 

“This is final. There ts 
the matter whatever.” 

A different state of facts arises in the 
cases of Deputy Surveyors Dowling and 
Reed, whose resignations were requested 
on Thursday by the Treasury Department. 
Collector Bidwell said he had not removed 
these men, but that he had gone to Wash- 
ington and stated facts regarding their 
records. Neither of the men has re- 
signed, however, and in the case of Reed, 
at least, the courts will probably be ap- 
pealed to. When asked yesterday whether 
he would resign Mr. Reed referred his 
questioners to his attorney, W. H. Van 


Steenbergh. 

“IT want to correct_the statement,” he 
said. “that IT am a Tammany Hall man. 
In the last election I supported Mr. Mc- 
Kinley. Charges of inefficiency were 
brought against me several years ago, but 
it is a matter of public record that I was 
acquitted.”’ 

Mr. Van Steenbergh declined to say ex- 
actly what course he would pursue in the 
interests of his client. ‘‘My client is a 
veteran,” he said, ‘‘and so is entitled to 
certain protection. If he does not resign, 
and is removed, the regular course would be 
a review on certiorari proceedings.”’ 

There are charges on file with the Treas- 
ury Department against Deputy Surveyor 
ease one consisting of a confession 
made vy Elizabeth Shanahan, a dress- 
maker of 11 East Forty-sixth Street, who 
made a statement when her trunks were 
seized after they were passed.

A FILIPINO WELCOME. 


Commission Received at Balanga by 
Over 100 Flag-Decorated Bancos. 
BALANGA, Luzon, March 1.—When the 
launch bearing the members of the United 
States Philippine Commission appeared off 
the shore of the mountainous, peninsular 
Province of Bataar it was met by more 
than a hundred flag-decorated bancos, each 
propelled by from fourteen to eighteen 
oarsmen, stripped to their waists.

EXCITING EAST SIDE FIRE. 


Many Women and Children Taken to 
Safety Down Fire-Escape and 
Ladders. 


A fire which started in the basement of 
the five-story brick tenement at 20 Clinton 
Street shortly before 6 o'clock last evening 
caused a panic among the occupants of the 
place. 

The basement is occupied as a storage 
room by Max Rice, a paper dealer. The 
smoldering paper caused a dense smoke, 
which filled the halls. Patrolman Boyne 
of the? Union Market Station sent in an 
alarm and then sent to the police station 
for the reserves. 

The ladders of the hook and ladder truck 
were quickly run up, and Firemen Quail, 
Fitzpatrick, McGrath, and Houser of Hook 
and Ladder Truck 18 brought to the side- 
walk Mrs. Nathan Goldberg and her four 
children from the fifth floor, Mrs, Isaac 
Strauchler and two children from the third 
floor, and Mrs., Jacob Wellman and one 
child from thg same floor. The people were 
brought down the fire-escape to the second 
floor and then down the fire ladders. Pa- 
trolman Boyne, assisted by George Zimmer, 
a porter of 21 Clinton Street, rescued Mrs. 
Jennie Moskowitz and two children and 
Mrs. Selig Somali and four children from 
the second floor by means of the iron lad- 
der attached to the fire-escape. The oth- 
ers in the building were brought down the 
stairs. . 

The flames were extinguished after dam- 
aging the stock and building to the amount 
of $3,000. 


NEBRASKA PENITENTIARY FIRE. 


Building Almost Destroyed — 300 Con- 
victs, Guarded by Militia, Removed 
Quietly—One Perishes. 
LINCOLN, Neb., March 1.—Nebraska’s 
State Penitentiary, three miles from this 
city, was almost destroyed by a fite which 
started at midnight last night. The loss 
will be about $200,000, with no insurance. 
There was no disorder among the convicts, 
who were guarded by militiamen, hastily 
summoned from Lincoln. The main build- 
ing of the penitentiary practically 
new. Nothing was left but the east wing, 
occupied by the Warden, the chapel, and 
a small reserve cell room. Every precau- 
tion has been taken to guard the prisoners, 
who were removed to the reserve room, un- 

der extra guard, without difficulty. 

One convict—George Pfleuger—lost 
life. He was released with the other 
victs, and had marched out with them, but 
went back to his cell for some personal 
effects. When the ruins began to cool off 
to-day his charred body was found. Pfleu- 
ger was serving a sentence for the murder 
of his wife. 

The fire was discovered by Warden Davis 
shortly before midnight, when he was 
aroused by the crackling of flames and 
odor of smoke. An alarm was immediate- 
ly given, convicts, guards, and employes 
were aroused, and an appeal was tele- 
phoned to the Lincoln Fire Department for 
help. The convicts were ordered to clothe 
themselves, and were marshaled into the 
great court yard, where for several hours 
400 of them were kept standing in a long 
double line, under the espionage of a score 
of armed guards, patrolling the top of the 
wall surrounding the yard 

Warden Davis and his aides 
work of removing the books, 
papers of the institution 
safety. Nothing else of 
from the burning structures 
and extra clothing for the convicts were 
destroyed, and it is probable that until 
permanent quarters can be provided the 
convicts will have to sleep in tents. Ward- 
en Davis took charge of the institution 
Feb. 16. 

A remarkable feature of the ruins is that 
the great walls of the main building, which 
were of thick, heavy stone, crumbled like 
pulp under the intense heat. The actions of 
the prisoners also were remarkable. They 
were apparently the least concerned of all 
the excited men when the fire was at its 
height, and never was a body of supposed 
lawiess men more tractable and orderly 
Perfect prison discipline was maintained. 
Casualties among the fire-fighters were 
confined to slight burns or bruises

FATAL FIRE IN ROCHESTER. 


Men Jumping from Fourth Floor Are 
Caught in Canvases. 
ROCHESTER, N. Y., March 1,—In a fire 
to-day which destroyed the Leary Dye 
Works, a five-story brick structure at the 
rner of Platt and Mill Streets, two lives 
were lost, one man fatally injured, and ten 
other persons seriously hurt. The uniden- 
tified bodies, those of a man and a boy, are 
at the city morgue Both are btirned be- 
yond recognition, and their identity will be 

difficult to establish. 

The upper floor of the building was oc- 
cupied’ by the Seneca 
which employed a force of 
five men and women. The fire started on 
the third floor, and supposed to have 
been caused by a slight explosion of chem- 
icals stored on that floor. At the outbreak 
of the fire word. was carried to Bridgeford’s 
machine shop, across the way, and ten or 
twelve of the employes secured several 
heavy pleces of canvas and ran to the scene 
of the fire. They were in time to catch 
two men, Frederick Case and Conrad, who 
jumped from the fourth story, but a third, 
Mr. Udell, ntissed the canvas and was fa- 
tally injured. 
S. J. Schultz. who is in charge of the 
boiler wagon of the Fire Department, sta- 
tioned just around the corner from the 
scene of the fire, was among the first to 
reach the scene. He says that from the 
first alarm to the time he reached the 
scene .could not have been more than a 
minute, and when he arrived the flames 
were bursting from the third, fourth, and 
fifth stories of the building. At this time 
a dozen or more men were clinging to the 
window sills, and the men from the ma- 
chine shop were doing heroic work in catch- 
ing them in large canvases 

The loss on the Leary building will be 
£8.000 and on apparatus $5,000, well covered 
by insurance. The loss of the Seneca Cam- 
era Company is $40,000, with no Insurance. 


ONE DEAD, FOUR UNCONSCIOUS. 


Woman and Three Girls Rescued from 
Gas-Filled House—Workman Suf- 
focated in Cellar. 

John O'Brien was suffocated 
ating gas in the cellar of the 
Central Avenue, West Hoboken, yesterday 
Several other persons were rendered uncon- 
scious, but will recover. 

Charles Kingsley keeps a candy store at 
the address given. He reported to the gas 
company that the gaspipe in the cellar 
leaked. O’Brien was sent to repair it. 
He found that the leak was occasioned by 
the wearing off of the thread of a screw 
coupling at the point where the 
pipe entered the cellar.: He prepared,a 
new coupling, but did not take the precau- 
tion to shut the gas off from the street 
When he undertook to insert the new 
coupling in its place the thread would not 
fit the old pipe, and the gas rushed out in 
a volume. O’Brien was rendered uncon- 
scious before he could give an alarm. Ths 
gas also filled the candy store, and Kings- 
ley’s two young daughters and “Tessie 
Weisler, a school girl who was buying 
some candy, were overcome. 

At this juncture Mr. Kingsley, who had 
been to New York, returned. He found 
the girls unconscious, and carried them 
to the street, where they soon revived. 
By this time the gas had penetrated to the 
living rooms above the store, and Mr. 
Kingsley found his wife unconscious also. 
She was carried to the street and also re- 
vived. . : 

School Trustee Louis Menegeux, who is a 
practical plumber, was ealled and attempt- 
ed to go into the cellar to ascertain the 
cause of the trouble, but was driven back 
by the gas. He then cut the gas off from 
the street, but it was nearly an hour be- 
tore he could venture into the cellar with 
safety. It was then too late to save 
O’Brien. He was dead. A physician who 
was called said he was probably dead in 
five minutes after the accident happened. 
O’Brien was twenty-two years old, and 
lived with his parents at 139 Railroad Ave- 
nue, Jersey City.

LAW ON SKYSCRAPERS.

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REVISED CHARTER IS 
LIKELY T0 BECOME LAW 


To be Enacted as a Whole with Lit- 
tle Variation. 


Senator Stranahan So Declares—Con- 
siders the Report a Wonderful Work 


—May Upset Police Bill, 


ALBANY, March 1.—The recommenda- 
tions of the New York City Charter Re- 
vision Commission are likely to become 
law almost as an entirety. There may 
be a few changes in the suggestions made 
by the commission, with reference to some 
Getails, but the Cities Committee of both 
®enate and Assembly without much doubt 
will enact the voluminous report of the 
commission into law. 

Senator Nevada N. Stranahan is the 
authority for this statement. The Sen- 
ator believes that the report of the com- 
mission is one of the ablest ever made 
to a legislative body upon a difficult civic 
problem. He said this morning: 

“The report of the New York Charter 
Revision Commission is, in my opinion, a 
wonderful piece of work, and it will, fF 
fully believe, be enacted into law with 
little variation from the commission's 
recommendations. I think the entire vol- 
ume as it now lies on the members’ desks 
will be passed, with a few amendments 
made in committee regarding the lesser 
details. The committee, I know, feel al- 
ready that it is a conscientious piece of 
work, and it is likely to become the new 
charter of Greater New York.” 

This statement is entirely at variance 
' with the reports that have been circulated 
ever since the report was submitted to 
* the Legislature. t has been said from 
time to time that Gov. Odell had a poor 
opinion of the report and did not approve 
‘of over half a dozen changes—if that—in 
the charter, 

The passage of the amendments offered 
by the Revision Commission in their pres- 
ent form would upset the new police con- 
ditions in New York. The revisers do not 
believe that the Governor should have 
the power of removal with refefence to 
the heads of the Police Department. On 
this point Senator Stranahan had nothing 
to say, and this may be one of the proposed 
changes to the report. 


NEW GAME COMMISSION. 


Assembly Passes the Bill Consolidat- 
ing Two Bureaus. ‘ 


ALBANY, March 1.—The Assembly to- 
day passed Senator Brown's bill consoli- 
dating the Forest, Fish and Game Commis- 
sion and the Forest Preserye Board, and 
providing for the appointment of a single 
Commissioner by the Governor, who is tg 
serve four years at an annual salary of 
$5,000 and all expenses paid. 

The Commissioner is to appoint a Deputy 
at a salary of $2,500, who during the ab- 
sence or inability to act of the Commission- 
er shall have and exercise all the powers of 
the Commissioner. 

The bill now goes to the Governor. 


PROPOSED REVISION OF BILLS. 


Much Criticism of the Plan for a 
Special Commission to Pre- 
pare Legislation. 

Special to The New York Times. 
ALBANY, March 1.—The Senate Finance 
Committee to-day reported favorably the 
bill introduced by Mr. Allds in the As- 
sembly to create a sort of a commission 
of three to draft, examine, and revise 
bills for the Assembly and the Senate 
when called upon to do so. The bill pro- 
vides that the temporary President of the 
Senate and the Speaker of the Assembly 
shall appoint such number of persons as 
may be needed, not exceeding three, whose 
duty it shall be to draft and examine bills 
during the session of the Legislature, on 
request of either house, or of any com- 
mittee, member, or officer thereof, and 
to advise as to the consistency and other 
effects of the proposed legislation. It is 
provided further that such persons shall 
receive compensation to be fixed by the 
temporary President of the Senate and 
the Speaker of the Assembly, and shall 
be entitled to their clerical and other 
necessary expenses. The expense of these 
new officials is to be met from the statu- 

tory revision balance of $12,000. 

This bill is oceasioning a good deal of 
talk. By some it is regarded as nothing 
worthier than a scheme to create sev- 
eral new places for political lawyers. The 
argument made against it is that it is 
creating a special commission to do the 
work which the members of the Legislature 
are supposed to do. The idea of the Legis- 
lature having a special commission to re- 
ort to it the effect which proposed legis- 
ation is likely to have is regarded by 
Many as supremely ridiculous. 

“What is the use of having committees 
of the Assembly and of the Senate,” re- 
marked a member, ‘‘if there is to be a 
sort of high court to say what legisla- 
tion should be enacted and what legisla- 
tion should not? Why not abolish the 
Legislature and allow this special com- 
mission of the President of the Senate 
and Speaker of the House to do the Legis- 
lature’s business?’”’ 

Under the present system, when a bill 
passes the Assembly and the Senate, it 
is invariably referred by the Governor to 
the Attorney General for an opinion as 
to its constitutionality before he gives it 
his approval. Moreover, there is not an 
important committee in the Assembly or 
the Senate on which there is not one or 
more lawyers, and this being so, it is be- 
lieved by the opponents of the bill that 
the necessity of having a commission of 
lawyers to pass upon bills pending before 
the Legislature is purely fictitious. 

As Gov. Odell has caused the abolishment 
of a number of commissions for the sake 
of economy it is considered doubtful 
whether he “will give his sanction to the 
creation of this proposed commission, 
which may and probably will cost $12,000 
a year, and the duties of which are thought 
by many to be properly those of the Leg- 
age and the Attorney General’s of- 

ce. 


STATE CIVIL SERVICE REPORT. 


The Law Never So Fairly Enforced as 
at Present—Recommendations 
Made, 


ALBANY, March 1.—The State Civil Serv- 
fice Commission, in its annual report to Gov. 
Odell, states that it ‘does not believe that 
the civil service law needs radical amend- 
ment, but various changes affecting the 
administration of the laws to be favored. 
We believe that the work of the municipal 
commissions in cities of the first, and pos- 
sibly in cities of the second, class could be 
rendered more dignified and more effective 
and the work of the State commission 
could be greatly lightened if municipal com- 
missions in cities of these classes were 
given power in their respective localities to 
conduct investigations, a power now given 
to the State commission. 

“Even if this change is not made, an 
amendment to the law which is desirable 
is that the power to conduct investigations 
now conferred upon the State commission 


be given to individual members of the com- 
mission; it would save delay and expense. 

‘We believe that many violations of the 
law mie possibly be stopped if officers 
who submit pay rolls were required to 
make affidavit that the persons whose 
names were borne upon them were em- 
ployed in duties properly pertaining to their 
positions, and that the persons borne upon 
the roll as laborers were employed only 
at ordinary unskilled labor. 

‘In general we believe that the powers 
of the State commission as to civil service 
applications, examinations, certifications, 
appointments, revocation of appointments, 
&c., should be enlarged so as to be similar 
to those given to the Superintendent of 
Public Instruction. by the consolidated 
school law.”’ 

The commission calls attention to a de- 
cision of the Anpeilete Division of the Su- 

reme Court, hird Department, which 

olds that the State commission could not 
make a rule restricting the right of supe- 
riors to remove public employes. In this 
connection the report says: ‘‘If this be 
true, any rule prescribed by this commis- 
sion tending to restrict the power of re- 
moval would seem to be contrary to stat- 
ute and therefore a nullity. 

“We are happy to report that in our 
opinion the civil service law was never so 
uniformly and fairly enforced in the cities 
as it is at present. Although for many. 


years the merit system has been nominally 
enforced in the various cities, yet in a ma- 
jority of them it may not improperly be 
said that good methods of administration 
and enforcement have only recently been 
inaugurated.” 


SURETY COMPANIES MUST PAY. 


Court of Appeals Decides that Reserve 
Funds and Premiums Are Sub- 


ject to Taxation, 


ALBANY, March 1.—The Court of Ap- 
peals in the case of the National Surety 
Company vs. the Commissioners of Taxes 
and Assessments of New York City de- 
cides that reserve funds and premiums 
paid on surety bonds to surety companics 
are subject to taxation for local and State 
purposes. The Court affirms the decision 
of the court below in this case and adopts 
the opinion written by Justice Leventritt 
as its opinion, Chief Justice Parker, in 
his opinion, says: 

“The company was assessed in 1899 cn 
$1,359,817 gross assets, from which it 
claimed deductions aggregating $1,363,055, 
or $337 more than its assets, which, if al- 
lowed by the Tax Commissioners, would 
have resulted in the company paying no 
taxes at all. The company claimed ex- 
emption from taxation on $213,777 unearned 

remiums held as reinsurance reserve, be- 
ng the amount necessary to reinsure out- 
standing risks. There was, of course, the 
probability that before the next year should 
roll around the relator would be required 
to pay a considerable sum on account of 
the contracts which were then outstanding 
and for which it had received the_ pre- 
mitms, but as these contingent liabilities, 
which in the aggregate might equal the 
unearned premiums, were not debts, the 
relator was not entitled to have them de- 
ducted from the value of its assets.”

Senator Brackett’s bill providing for the 
reorganization of the Lunacy Commission 
as to the qualifications of the Commis- 
sioners had its first and second readings.

Wilhelmina Responds to Congratula- 
tions of the Holland Society. 

The Holland Society yesterday received 
an acknowledgment of the greeting which it 
forwarded recently to Queen Wilhelmina 
on the occasion of her marriage. The re- 
ply is from W. H. de Beaufort, Minister 
of Foreign Affairs, and was forwarded 


through Stanford Newell, United States 
Minister at The Hague. The letter is as 
folows: 

‘Her Majesty the Queen having deigned 
to accept the homage of the Holland Socie- 
ty, submitted through your office, on the 
lst of February last, my august sovereign 
has charged me through your kind inter- 
vention, Mr. Minister, to transmit her 
thanks to the said society. It is pleasing 
to me to be able to add that her Majesty 
was greatly impressed by the warmth of 
the greetings on the occasion of her mar- 
riage, which the descendants of the ‘ Knick- 
erbockers ’ of New Amsterdam presented to 
her Majesty, and which the Holland Soci- 
ety clothed in a form as gracious as it was 
beautiful. Please to accept, Mr. Minister, 
the renewed assurance of my high consid- 
eration.”’ 


AMBASSADOR CLAYTON HERE. 


Says Mexicans Are Not Interested in 


American Relations with Cuba. 


Gen: Powell Clayton of Arkansas, United 
States Ambassador to Mexico, was at the 
Fifth Avenue Hotel yesterday. He will be 
in the city until Monday, when he expects 
to go to Chicago, and then to his home for 
a few weeks. 

“This is my regular vacation of sixty 
days,” said Gen. Clayton yesterday. ‘I 


left everything quiet at the embassy in the 
City of Mexico. The Mexicans are not 
taking any decided interest in anything 
just now that particularly concerns the 
United States. I do not see very much in- 
terest there in the efforts of Cuba to erect 
a constitutional Government of her own, 
nor any marked disposition to comment 
upon the position of this Government in the 
matter.”’ 


BOY’S LIFE WORTH $350. 


Verdict in Case of Lad Who Died After 
Beating by a Saloon Keeper. 

The game of ‘old cat,”’ according to the 
testimony given in the Supreme Court yes- 
terday, was the primary cause of the 
death of twelve-year-old William Murray. 

The boy, while playing with comrades on 
Engert Avenue, Greenpoint, Brooklyn, 
knocked the “ cat’? against the storm- 


doors of a saloon owned by Charles Han- 
ninger and broke a pane of glass. The pro- 
rietor rushed out and chastised the lad. 

t was claimed that the boy’s death three 
months later was due to the punishment 
administered by the saloon keeper, and the 
father, Thomas Murray, sued for $25,000 
damages, after Henninger had been found 
guilty of assault in the third degree, sen- 
tence being suspended. 

In his charge to the jury yesterday Jus- 
tice Houghton ealled attention to this. As 
to the question of damages, he said: 

“This is strictly a business proposition 
for the jury to figure out and not a senti- 
mental question. How much was the boy 
worth to his father in dollars and cents? 
How much could the boy earn?” 

The jury awarded $350 damages. 

Kneeland, La Fetra & Glaze were coun- 
sel for the plaintiff, while Prank Oberiner 
represented the defendant. 


No Fare for Randall’s Island Visitors. 


Commissioner of Charities Keller yester-

FIGHT AGAINST OLD BOATS 


Bill Which Makes It a Misdemeanor to 
Use Them—No Improvement in 
Forty-four Years. A 


For many years the people of the Bor- 
ough of Richmond have demanded better 
ferry service and newer boats. But the 
ferry company was deaf. Then they went 
to the city, asking that it interest itself in 
their relief. But the city heard them not. 
Now they have asked the sovereign State 
of New York to intervene. 

It is a modest request that they make. 
They simply ask that ferryboats that have 
done forty years’ seryice be retired. Cal- 
vin D. Van Name, a member of Assembly 
from Richmond, voicing Staten Island de- 
spair, has introduced into the Legislature 
at Albany a bill giving their suggestion. 

The bill is very simple in language. The 
first section declares it unlawful for any 
and all corporations operating ferries now 
or hereafter between the Boroughs of Man- 
hattan and Richmond to use for passen- 
gers any boat that is forty or more years 
old. Repairs or rebuilding, past or future, 
the section adds, shall not relieve from 
the effect of the enactment. The second 
section makes the offense a misdemeanor 
punishable by a fine of $400. It is further 
provided by a section that excursion boats 
are not to be interfered with. 

By its terms the bill is then aimed di- 
rectly at three boats of the Staten Island 
line, the Westfield, the Northfield, and the 
Middletown, It does not, or would not if 
passed immediately, put these boats out of 
commission. The Westfield is thirty-nine 
years old, the Northfield thirty-eight, and 
the Middletown thirty-seven. Thus none 
of the three would be legislated abruptly 
out of existence. The company would have 
from one to three years, respectively, to 
replace them. Against the other three of 
the ferryboats, neither the bill nor the 
Staten Islanders have anything to say. 
They are comparatively modern. The 
Southfield was built in 1882 at Clifton, New 
York; the Castleton and the Robert Gar- 
rett, steel side-wheelers, date back only 
to 1888, and were built in Baltimore. 

EK. ©, Bridgman, the map publisher, who 
has been living in Clifton for many years 
and who was connected with early ferry 
history, thinks that all of the boats are 
safe enough. ‘They will all float, he says, 
but their comfort is another thing. 

“Three of the boats are old,’’ said~he. 
“They are small and not adapted for pres- 
ent demands. This is the criticism both 
from residents and visitors to the island, 
There is no commutation in rates now, but 
a full flat fare for every one. This is not 
as it used to be. There were once half- 
rate books and other forms of commuta- 
tion. 

“The trip takes longer than the schedule, 
as the speed is not kept up. I get to my 
home no quicker now than my father did 
forty-four years ago, and T pay more than 
he did. I think it is reasonable to expect 
some improvement in forty-four years. 
Our boats are all safe enough—they all 
float, perhaps the old ones better than 
the new steel ones—but their size and com- 
fort is another matter. The need is for a 
broader and better general management. 
new boats, and liberal rates. Mr, Van 
Name has other bills which provide for a 
reduction of the fare to 3 cents during the 
hours when working folk travel hourly 
trips between 1 A. M. and 5 A. M., and 
monthly commutation at $1.60. 

“Originally there were two ferries run- 
ning to two different parts of the island, 
touching at many points. Now we have 
only a ferry to St. George. The former 
two ran from Whitehall and Courtlandt 
Streets. One was controlled by the Van- 
derbilt interest and the other was a Starin 
Line. Erastus Wiman got a number of 
us together and we decided to test the 
charter under which the others ran. We 
chartered a little boat that used to run on 
the Harlem—the Rosedale. We hadn't any 
regular landing, making one wherever we 
could get a vacant pier. The other people 
got after us and beat us in the courts. 
We had to stop running. 

“The franchise under which the present 
company is running costs $44.000 a year, T 
believe, and is let by the city for terms 
of ten years. The present Westfield was 
blown up in her slip in New York in 1871, 
but the hull wasn’t injured and her upper 
works were rebuilt.”’ 

At the offices of the New York and 
Staten Island Rapid Transit Ferry Com- 
pany it was said that the franchise had 
only three or four years to run. Plans, It 
was added, were always under way to 
build new boats, but it was a difficult thing 
to go on the market and get money when 
the life of the franchise was so short, The 
boats, however. were safe and as cleanly 
and comfortable as any that ran out of 
New York, the officials declared. 

Assemblyman Van Name’s bill was fn- 
troduced Feb. 14, read once, and referred 
to the Committee on Commerce and Navi- 
gation. On Staten Island itself the local 
newsnapers sre waging a hot fight over 
the bill, the Democratie papers favoring it 
and those of opposite faith denouncing it 
as a “strike ’’ measure. 


NEW BOARDER’S DISAPPEARANCE. 


Charms Fellow-Diners and Then De- 
parts—Women Miss Wearing 
Apparel. 

The men and women boarders ir the house 
of Mrs. Ann Moore, at 147 East Thirty- 
first Street, are looking for a man who said 
his name was Williams, and who at once 
gained the favor of all. Williams disap- 
peared suddenly, and the women in the 
house have since missed several articles of 

wearing apparel. 

Williams appeared at the house for the 
first time Thursday. He told Mrs. Moore 
that he had been recommended to come 
there by a friend, and gave several good 


references. Williams said he would return 
last night and engage a room. 

Williams kept his engagement and 
reached the house shortly after 5 o'clock 
last evening. To the ne boarder a seat 
was assigned at the dinner table, and at 6 
o'clock he sat down with the other board- 
ers. 

Williams partook of every course until 
the dessert was about to be served. He then 
asked to be excused, and went to his room, 
saying that he would await the arrival of 
his trunk, as he expected to attend a ban- 
quet at the Waldorf-Astoria. 

‘A few minutes later one of the boarders, 
Miss Lambert, went to her room. On the 
stairs she met Williams, who was coming 
down. Passing on, to her surprise she 
found her room door open. Strewn on the 
floor were the contents of her bureau. She 
immediately notified the other boarders 
that thieves had been in the house, and 
there was a hurried retreat to the rooms. 
Williams. in the meantime, had disap- 
peared. The police of the East Thirty-fifth 
Street Station were notified, and detectives 
are out looking for the man. 


EXPLOSION HEARD BY WIRE. 


How Powder Company’s President Here 
Learned of the Pompton Disaster. 


The disastrous explosion in Pompton, 
N. J., on Thursday afternoon was heard 
over a_ telephone at 99 Cedar Street. 
Pompton is about thirty-five miles from 
here. When the explosion took place the 
President of the Laflin & Rand Powder 
Company, whose mill it was that was 
wrecked, was talking over the telephone 
to some one in the works. The man at 
the other end of the wire was in a building 
not far from the one destroyed. 

The President at this end, while in the 
midst of his conversation, was suddenly 
deafened by a crashing sound that seemed 
to travel along the wires and into his 
very ears. After a moment there was 
silence, and he asked the man at the 
other end what was the matter, but the 
latter knew no more about it than did the 
questioner. He left the telephone and ran 
out to inquire, and within five minutes 
the President was informed of the dis- 
aster.

His Sentence for Manslaughter Fifteen 
Years—Admiral Dewey’s Letter. 
Although Admiral Dewey and Capt. 
Clark, who commanded the battleship Ore- 
gon on her famous trip around Cape Horn. 
wrote requesting leniency in his case, Ed- 
ward A. Leasuré was yesterday sentenced 
to fifteen years’ imprisonment in Sing 
Sing Prison—the maximum punishment for 
the crime—by Judge Hurd in the Kings 
County Court for manslaughter in the 
second degree. Leasure, after a quarrel, 
shot and killed George Crotty on Fifty- 
third Street, Brooklyn. Leasure was in- 
dicted for murder, but was allowed to 

plead guilty to manslaughter. 

Leasure enlisted as an electrician in the 
United States Navy, and served on the 
Oregon under Admiral Dewey in. Asiatic 
waters. Ex-Judge Tighe, Leasure’s coun- 
sel, informed Admiral Dewey of Leasure's 
plight, and the Admiral wrote a letter 
to Judge Hurd, in which he spoke of 
Leasure’s good record and good character, 
Capt, Clark also. wrote a similar letter. 


Wanted $10,000 Damages for Injured Toe 

Miss Isabella Lyons, who lives in West 
One Hundred and Twenty-fifth Street, has 
failed to recover $10,000 damages from the 
city for an injured toe. Her case was dis- 


misséd by Justice Beach, in the Supreme 
Court, yesterday. It appears that on April 
25, 1897, Miss Lyons was riding her bicycle 
on BKighth Avenue, when the front wheel of 
the bicycle went into a rut in the pave- 
ment and she was thrown, the big toe of 
her right foot being pormanennis: injured, 
The hole, she alleged, was concealed by 
the water which had just been sprinkled 
on the street. 


Rule Against Negligent Counsel. 

At a meeting the General Sessions Judges 
yesterday discussed the conduct of lawyers 
who had been assigned to defend prisoners 
by the courts.

and every term of court. 


Jury Says Silverman Shot Himself. 


An inquest before Coroner Anthony of the 
Bronx was held yesterday into the death 
of Marcel Silverman of 789 Elton Avenue, 
who was found shot through the head near 
his jewelry shop, 3,084. Third Avenue, Feb. 
5, and who died in Fordham Hospital the 
following morning. The family of the dead 
man made an effort ta prove that Silver- 
man had been murdered. e police insisted 
that the case was one of suicide.

Health Officials Discover Eleven 
Sufferers in One House. 


Department Had Not Been Informed of 
Their Condition—Four Other New 
Cases in.the Borough. 


The Brooklyn health authorities discov- 
ered another nest of smallpox yesterday in 
the four-story double apartment house at 
278 Driggs Avenue, where eleven persons 
who had contracted the disease were found. 
Three of the patients were removed to 
North Brother Island. The other eight, 
who had almost recovered from the malady, 
were allowed to remain at home under 
strict surveillance, it being believed that in 
their cases the danger of transmission of 
the disease to other persons had passed. 
Besides these cases four other persons were 
found to be suffering with smallpox in 
Brooklyn yesterday. 

The persons removed from the Driggs Av- 
enue house by the Health Department and 
taken to North Brother Island were Albert 
Sieders, fifteen years old; Alice Hough, 
sixteen years old, and Lester Balmer, five 
years old. The Health Inspectors reported 
that Mrs, Pauline Sieders, the mother of 
Albert Sieders, and her seven other chil- 
dren, ranging in age from thirteen years 
to eight months, were found to have been 
suffering from the disease, and to be well 
on the way to recovery. Their cases were 
not reported to the Board of Health.-when 
they developed, and Health Officer Black 
will make an investigation to determine 
who is responsible for the 
failure to be informed, The house was fu- 
migated and the tenants vaccinated. 

Some weeks ago a boy named James 
Swift, who was admitted to St. Dominick's 
Home, on Graham Avenue, was found to be 
suffering from smallpox. The boy gave a 
Meeker Avenue address, but the health au- 
thorities claim to have found that he lived 
in the house at 273 Driggs Avenue. “ 

new case of smallpox was reported 
from 98 Warren Street, which is one of a 
row of houses in which eight cases of the 
disease were discovered on Wednesday. 
The new case was that of Dennis Devine, 
nine months old. He was removed to 
North Brother Island. The child’s mother, 
Mrs. Alice Devine, although not suffering 
from the disease, went with her baby in or- 
der that she might care for him. The other 
new cases discovered were those of Mary 
Hermann, six years old, of 692 Quincy 
Street; Hulda Bennett, twenty-four years 
old, of 120 Palmetto Street, and Honore 
Fleming, four years old, of 376 Hicks 
Street. The Fleming child had been in the 
habit of playing with children living in 
the Warren Street houses, and it is be- 
lieved she contracted the disease from 
them. 

‘The unusual number of smallpox cases 
discovered in Brooklyn during the past few 
days has caused the local Health Depart- 
ment some uneasiness, but Dr. Black de- 
clares there is no cause for alarm.

The following additional cases of small- 
pox in Manhattan were reported last even- 
ing: Mrs. Margaret Blank, thirty-five years 
old, 1,682 First Avenue; Ellen and Theresa

Florence and George King, aged five and 
one year, respectively, 4083 East Twenty- 
ninth Street. The Loeb child is held for 
observation.

(Verse 59) had gath- 
ered together in the audiénce room of Caia- 
phas Canon Farrar says, “To form a 
session of.the Sanhedrin, there must At 
least have been twenty-three members 
present.”’ Time now was pressing, and if 
they would complete their purpose, it must 
be done before the muititudes began to stir 
in the city. So they organisen at once 
inte what—even in their own eyes—was 
only a ‘formal court. Caiaphas presided, 
and Jesus was brought before it. His 
hands were unlovosed, but there was no 
one to appear against Him. Yet as the 
ecnservators of the religion of the people, 
they must in some way find Him guilty of 
blasphemy—and of blasphemy in such a 
form that it could be made to appear as 
sedition against the Roman Government— 
or else they could not put Him to death. 
So they “sought for witnesses,”’ (Mark,) 
but it is noticeable that they did not eall 
Judas to the stand. The character of the 
witnesses they “ sought,” or their know!l- 
edge of facts, was of no importance, St. 
Matthew rather gives us to understand 
that they preferred those who had neither 
cheracter nor knowledge. They “ sought 
false witnesses,’”’ he says—that is, probably, 
wilnesses who would swear to anything, 
wli-ther they knew it to be true or not. 
A great many such witnesses were to be 
had, it appears, * yet found they none” 
that suited their purpose. 
WITNESSES AGAINST HIM. 

At last however, two witnesses appeared 
who remembered something Jesus had said 
when He drove out of the Temple “ those 
that solc oxen, and sheep, and doves, and 
the changers of money” (John, fi., 14-19) 
three years before. Their memories may 
have been quickened by a similar cleansing 
of the Temple only a few days’ before, or 
by the judicious use of money and private 
instructions from the chief priests. What 
they said, also, apparently awoke the slum- 
bering memories of ‘““certain’’ others. 
(Mark:) Thus the testimony took two 
forms. 

One party testified: *‘ This fellow said—I 
am able to destroy the Temple of God, and 
tu build it in three davs.’’ (Matthew.) 

The other party said::‘* We heard Him 
say—I will destroy this Temple that is made 
with hands, and within three days I will 
build another made without hands.” 
(Mark.) 

““ But their witness agreed not together. 
(Mark.) One said that Jesus had spoken of 
what He could co—and another, of what 
He would do, and there is always a wide 
difference between “ could’ and ‘* would,” 
Besides, neither party stated the facts as 
they had occurred. For what He actually 
did say was based on what they them- 
selves—and not He—would do; if they de- 
stroved—He would restore. 

‘Destroy this Temple,’’ He said. or in 
other words, if you destroy this temple, 
‘in three days I will raise it up.’ Proba- 
bly as He said it, He pointed to Himself, 
tor the historian immediately adds: ‘‘ He 
spoke of the temple of His body,” referring 
to His own.death and resurrection. This 
deeper meaning, they evidently in some 
dim way even then perceived, and ever 
after carried with them. although they pro- 
fessed to limit His saying to the material 
temple of stone. For they not only now 
brought it against Him in this garbled 
iorm, as the strongest testimony they could 
find to condemn Him. but when He hung 
upon the cross, ‘they that, passed by 
railed on Him, wagging their heads, and 
saying. Ah, Thou that destroyest the tem- 
ple and buildest it in three days, save 
Thyself and come dgwn from the cross.” 
(Mark, xv., 29, 30.) And again. when His 
body was laid in the tomb of Joseph of 
Arimathea, their strong argument with 
Pilate for a guard to watch the tomb was 
based on this very same saying. ‘‘ We re- 
member.” said they, ‘‘ that that deceiver 
said while He was yet alive, After three 
days I will rise again.’’ (Matthew, xxvii., 
63.) In fact, it was the only thing out of 
the immense multitude of things Jesus had 
said and done during His ministry of three 
years that they now recalled, and upon 
Which they relied as strong evidence 
against Him and His claims. Jesus, how- 
ever, took no notice of anything that was 
said against Him 

Then Caiaphas, the high priest, arose 
(Matthew) from his seat and “ stood up in 
the midst’ (Mark) of the assembly. Ad- 
dressing Jesus directly, as if the testimony 
adduced had been so unanswerable that it 
had utterly silenced Him, he exclaimed. 

Answerest Thou nothing? What is it 
which these Witness against Thee?”’ 
(Matthew.) 

‘But He held His peace and answered 
nothing.”’ (Mark.) ‘* As a sheep before her 
shearers is dumb, so He openeth not His 
mouth.” (Isaiah, liii., 7.) 


REPLY TO CAITAPHAS 


Then ‘‘again-the high priest ’’ (Mark) at- 

tempted. to wring something from Him. 
‘Art thou the Christ, the Son of the 
Blessed?’ he pointedly demanded.

Such an admissioft was too important to 
be accepted lightly. It must be confirmed 
by an oath. So again the high priest said: 

| adjure Thee by the living God that 
Thou tell us whether Thou be the Christ, 
the Son of God." (Matthew.) 

Thou hast said,’’ replied Jesus, or, in 
other words, your whole proceedings show 
that you say to yourselves that I am, yet 
‘nevertheless,’’ whether you really believe 
it or not, ‘“l say unto you, hereafter shall 
ye see the Son of Man sitting on the right 


hand of weer and coming in the elouds 
of heaven.’ (Matthew.) 

This was all that they wanted. The high 
priest affected to be so horrified by it that 
standing before the assembly, he at once 
‘rent his clothes,’’ (Matthew,) which was 
not permitted excepting under very pecul- 
lar circumstances. At the same time he 
said: *‘ He hath spoken blasphemy! What 
further need have we of witnesses? Be- 
hold, now x: have heard His blasphemy.” 
(Matthew. ‘What need we any further 
witnesses Ye have heard the blasphemy, 
what eng ve?’ (Mark.) 

“He is guilty of death,’’ (Matthew,) thev 
replied, With one voice ‘all condemned 
Him.” (Mark.) 

As a condemned man He was now sub- 
ject to every imaginable insult. ‘ They 
spit in His face and buffeted Him.” 
(Matthew.) ‘‘ And the men that held Jesus 
mocked Him and smote Him.” (Luke.) 
‘And when they had blindfolded Him they 
struck Him on the face and asked Him, 
saying. Prophesy, who is it that smote 
Thee?" (Luke.) “And the servants did 
strike Him with the palms of their hands."’ 
(Mark.) ‘‘And many other things blas- 
phemously spake they against Him." 
(Luke.) 

While all this was going on in the room 
of Caiaphas, and the “chief priests and 
scribes and elders of the people "’ were of- 
ficially denying the claims of Jesus, in the 
courtyard and adjoining rooms Simon 
Peter, His most earnest disciple, was doing 
the same thing among the soldiers and 
servants. But no one arrested him. While 
his Lord, whom he denied. was condemned, 
he went out to renent. The story of his 
denials, however. does not come before us 
at this time. 

This condemnation of Jesus by the Sanhe- 
drin. as we have already seen. was reached 
at an informal meeting. held outside of 
legal hours, ‘“‘ When the morning was 
come,’ (Matt...) therefore, “ and as soon as 
it was day.” (Luke.) it was organized as a 
lawful ecclesiastical court. Then Jesus 
was again led before it, and the question 
was again put to Him. “\Art Thou the 
Christ? Tell us."’ (Luke.) 

“Tf I tell vou.’ He said, ‘‘ ye will not 
believe: and if T also ask you, ye will not 
answer me nor let me go Hereafter shall 
the Son of Man sit on the right hand of the 
power of God.”

SENT TO PONTIUS PILATE. 

Tesus was then again bound, to be taken 
before the Roman Governor, Pontius Pilate, 
who alone had power to put Him to death. 
His trial before him will demand our atten- 
tion next week. 

As for the incident which we have just 
considered, in it we have seen Jesus of 
Nazareth standing at the bar, of what at 
that time was the highést ecclesiastical 
court in the world, the court which weighed 
questions concerning the relations of man 
to his Maker. The charge against Him was 
**blasphemy,” or a rebellion against the 
holiness and majesty of God. Personally, 


He was innocent, and yet He was con- 
demned,. And the ground of His condemna- 
tion was that He, the Son of Man, claimed 
to be the Son of God. 

Viewed simply as an earthly transaction, 
in an earthly court, this whole proceeding 
was a mockery of justice. But it was not 
simply an earthly transaction. It was the 
shadow of ‘*‘ heavenly things.’ (Hebrews, 
ix., 24.) As a transaction on the earth, it 
presented to human eyes, and in a form to 
be comprehended by the human mind, the 
high court of heaven, In that court we 
see Je sus “appear in the presence of God 
for us.’" (Hebrews, ix., 24.) He stands 
there, as indeed the very Son of God. He 
stands there, however, charged with the 
blasphemies of all men, without holiness, 
but full of sin, *‘ for the Lord hath laid on 
Him the iniquity of us all.’’ (Isaiah, liii., 6.) 
He stands there as our Substitute and Re- 
deemer. He is condemned by God Himself, 
that there may be ‘no condemnation” to 
them that are in Him, “ who walk not after 
the flesh, but after the Spirit.” (Romans, 
vill. 1.) He is innocent, but He is con- 
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demned, that we who are guilty may be 
accepted and set free.

INCREASED RAILROAD TRAFFIC. 


Roads Centring in Chicago Report 


Heavy February Business.

CHICAGO, March 1.—Railroads centring 
in this city did an exceptionally large busi- 
ness during the month of February. They 
looked for a decided decrease in earnings, 
but, instead, there is scarcely a road that 
did not do considerably better than for the 
corresponding month last year. 

The rush of business has taxed the rail- 
roads to their utmost capacity, and few of 
them were able to furnish all the cars 
wanted. There is not a road in the city 
that is not hundreds of cars behind in its

orders, and at present there is no pros- 
pect of their catching up, although nearly 
all of them are constantly adding new cars 
and locomotives to their equipment. 

The excellent results achieved in Febru- 
ary lead the railroads centring in this city 
to believe that the Spring business will be 
heavier. West-bound merchandise traffic 


during the last two months was better than 
evér before.

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BLINDNESS OR WORSE. 


The War Tax Reduction bill as agreed 
to by the Senate and House is imprevi- 
gent as a measure of fiscal policy and 
stupid as a theory of taxation. A Con- 
gress that by its extravagance in appro- 
priations far exceeds the estimates of the 
Secretary of the Treasury and then by 
another act reduces the revenue many 
millions beyond the Secretary’s recom- 
mendations exhibits a reckless disregard 
ef orderly financial method and no con- 
sideration whatever for the business in- 
terests of the country, which are always 
sensitive to changes in Treasury condi- 
tions. 

It is a mistake at this time to reduce 
the revenues at all, and it is not demand- 
ed by public sentiment. The most chari- 
table view of the matter is that which 
attributes the passage of the bill to a 
desire to fool the people with a showing 
pf reduced taxation. A closer study of 
the motives behind the measure might 
reveal the more discreditable purpose of 
adopting the tactics of the Pennsylvania 
school of protectionists a score of years 
ago #n removing internal revenue taxes 
in order to make a reduction of customs 
duties impossible. 

Some of the stamp taxes imposed by 
the act of 1898 have proved an annoy- 
ance to the public. Any tax is an annoy- 
ance. Many persons are so constituted 
that they are irritated by the necessity 
of paying a grocer’s bill—much more by 
the sterner obligation to the taxman. But 
it is a fundamental truth that in a free 
country the taxes that annoy most are 
the safest. When the feels his

see a realization of the old-fashioned 
doctrine of Mr. TILDEN that the reve- 
mues should be limited to the necessities 
of the Government, economically admin- 
istered. It is safer for the taxpayer to 
endure without complaint the slight an- 
moyance of licking and affixing inter- 
mal revenue stamps to his promissory 
notes and transfers than to trust himself 
to the concealments of a system of indi- 
rect taxes. 

When the purchaser of merchandise 
Bives his check in payment he knows 
that he has contributed 2 cents to the 
expense of the Government—no more, no 
jess, But algebra and logarithms would 
be vainly invoked to tell him how much 
he had been taxed by the customs duties 
Jevied on the goods he had bought. The 
stamp on his bank check is a visible and 
yneasured expenditure. He may not know 
at all that in paying for his goods he 
pays a duty of from 80 to 200 per cent. 
tHe has, moreover, no way of finding out 
how much the manufacturer has added to 
the cost of domestic goods under the priv- 
jlege and protection of a section of the 
tariff drawn by himself and adopted by 
(Congress at his request. Only one hand, 
his own, visits the consumer’s pocket for 
the money that pays the stamp tax. 
When the consumer puts his hand in his 
pocket for the money to pay a customs 
Wuty, side by side with his own and 
eften reaching deeper and abstracting 
more, goes the prehensile paw of the 
trust, the protected favorite, the bene- 
ficiary of bounties forced from the peo- 
ple by the Dingley tariff. 

There are demagogues in Congress. 
Whey talk all the time about the interests 
and welfare of the plain people. How 
can they justify the remission of $7,000,- 
000 of taxation by the removal of the 
stamp tax on bank checks, paid by per- 
sons sufficiently well off to have bank 
accounts, and of which nobody com- 
plains, while retaining the tariff duties 
on iron and steel, an industry that now 
commands the markets of the world, and 
in which a combination has just been 
formed with over one billion dollars of 
share-and loan capital? 

A revision of the internal revenue tax 
law might have been undertaken with 
propriety. Some of the levies were not 
@nly annoying, but unproductive. They 
Might have been struck off. But it is 
senseless to remit needed taxes forty mill- 
fons at a time and put embarrassment in 
the way of a much wiser measure of 
revenue reform for which the time is 
now almost ripe. The revision of the 
Dingley tariff is inevitable and proxi- 
mate. The Republican Party will be 
forced to undertake it, since the Demo- 
cratic Party is no longer in a position or 


condition t® undertake anything. That 


reform will not be successfully headed 
off by the trick of the authors of the 
war tax reduction.

That Russia will bear a great deal of 
watching is a truism that every Euro- 
pean or American sojourner in the East 
seems to bring back with him. No such 
person attaches any importance to any 
official declaration of Russian intentions 
which is not accompanied by an explicit 
statement of sanctions and penalties. In 
respect of Manchuria it is particularly 
evident that Russia will bear watching. 
Meanwhile it is gratifying to learn that 
our Government proposes to pursue its 
civilized course toward China. It does 
not appear that the diminution of our 
“legation guard” is required, although 
that is a question upon which we have 
doubtless taken military counsel; and the 
diminution is without doubt an expres- 
sion of confidence in the peacefulness of 
China which appears to be justified. But 
our reported resolve to pay for what 
Chinese land we may need, instead of 
stealing it, is calculated to impress the 
Chinese with the superiority of our par- 
ticular brand of ‘“‘ Christian civilization ” 
over the brands which have been most 
aggressively thrust upon their notice 
during these last months.

ANTI-RAMAPO. 


The end of the Ramapo business in the 
Legislature, or what appears to be the 
end of it, is as unexpected as it is pleas- 
ant. A fortnight ago it seemed probable 
that the common and greedy interests 
which were divided between the two par- 
ties might keep Ramapo where it was, 
with the same monstrously indecent but 
entirely bi-partisan backing. There, on 
the one hand, was the formidable firm 
of Tracy, BOARDMAN & PLaTT. There, 
on the other, were still the unconcealed 
greeds and indelicacies of HOLAHAN and 
Da.LTon. It looked like safe prediction 
that so much of the Legislature as was 
not pliant to the behest of the Boss’s 
firm would be pliant to the urgency of 
the, other Boss’s satellites. It was, on 
the surface, a first-class bi-partisan job. 
That is to say, both parties could do any- 
thing without the possibility of either 
party being held to any effective respon- 
sibility for anything. The decent citizen, 
who had seen games like this played with 
disgusting frequency, might have been 
excused for thinking, a few weeks ago, 
that the Legislature, between one Boss’s 
firm and the other Boss’s satellites, would 
refuse to disturb a scheme upon ‘which 


each party was so equally intent. The 
Tammany contingent, he miglt have 
supposed, would simply * bide its time,” 
when there should be no vigilant public 
servant in sight, to push again the pub- 
lic robbery which the nonfeasance of th® 
Platt Legislature had made possible.

It was again Controller CoLER 
who conceived and executed the happy 
plan of making the repeal of the special 
privileges granted to Ramapo, including 
a delegation, by a blank instrument, of 
the State’s right of eminent domain, a 
strictly party measure, by inducing the 
Democrats in the Legislature to commit 
themselves against it. 

From that moment Ramapo and the 
whole job which it connoted were as 
good as dead and buried. The Republic- 
ans in the Legislature are three times as 
numerous as the Democrats. They could 
pass any flagitious measure they liked 
over the heads of the Democrats so far 
as mere votes are concerned. But when 
they were thus instructed that the re- 
sponsibility for the’ continuance of the 
special privileges of Ramapo was upon 
their party, of being properly 
divided between the two parties, as is the 
convenient custom, they saw that that 
was a load their party could not afford 
to carry.

To compel the offender to kneel and 
clean up his own filth might be one way 
of solving the problem. But, how com- 
pel? And whom compel to do the work 
of compulsion? Conductors rather shrink 
from scrapping and argument, and it 
is scarcely the province of the passenger 
to enforce ordinances of either the Board 
of Health or the street car companies. 

But it is distinctly and directly within 
the lines of the latter to make and to 
enforce unoppressive regulations for con- 
duct in their own vehicles, and to 
struct conductors and other employés to 
enforce obseryance of these orders under 
penalty of their own displacement. In- 
stead of one large placard in the middle 
of a car, Why not a placard of less size 
between all windows, where the notifica- 
tion could escape no eye? And let these 
placards plainly state a rule that con- 
ductors should be instructed and com- 
pelled to enforce: ‘‘ Any Person Spitting 
on the Floor of this Car Will Be Put Off, 
and Without a Transfer Ticket.” It is 
very certain that the passenger who with 
a knife whittled “the woodwork, or in 
any way defaced the car, would be sum- 
marily ejected. Where is the difference, 
except that in the matter of the nuisance 
now complained of it is the comfort and 
the health of the public that are imper- 
iled and injured, and not the property of 
the company?

The certainty of losing 5 cents and 
possibly having to walk would appeal to 
the man who spits more forcibly than 
the remote chance of having to pay $500 
or pass a twelvemonth in jail. To speak 
to the conductor and point out the of- 
fender would involve so little of trouble 
that scarcely a passenger would shrink 
from taking it upon himself if occasion 
arose. And if men shirked the duty, 
women would probably come to the front.

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—One does not hear, nowadays, when a 
steamer has an experience like that of the 
Teutonic on her last voyage over, quite 
much talk about “ tidal waves” as always 
resulted from such episodes a few 
ago, but even now there seems to be a very 
general misapprehension as to what hap- 
pens in these cases, and a still more gen- 
eral misapprehension as to why it happens. 
In reality, it is hardly more exact to speak 
of “ giant waves” than of “ tidal waves,” 
for, though the waves in any given series 
differ appreciably in size, the difference is 
rarely, if ever, enough even to begin to ac- 
count for the damage that one particular 
wave among many harmless ones often 
does. The officers on the bridge of the 
Teutonic, despite the sharp watch ahead 
which they were doubtless keeping, saw no 
notable aggregation of water approaching 
them, and the reason they did not was that 
there was none to see. What they did no- 
tice was a lively sea, with the usual varia- 
tions in the distance between its elevations 
and depressions. Then the stem 
chanced to strike one of the larger waves 
just at the instant when the stern chanced 
to be raised by another larger wave, and 
as a natural consequence a lot of water 
came aboard. But it didn’t ‘ rush aft,” 
most of the accounts say. The water com- 
prising a wave no horizontal motion, 
though the form of the wave has, and what 
“rushing aft’’ there was, beyond the not 
very fierce inclination of the shipped sea to 
find its level on the decks, was altogether 
due to the rushing forward of the steamer. 
The Teutonic’s speed in ordinary weather 
averages somewhere in the neighborhood 
of eighteen knots, and with a vessel mov- 
ing at that rate a-large mass of water, 
though dropped straight downward on Her 
forward section, reaches the stern, or some 
intermediate obstruction, in a very minute 
period. The motion is in most part only 
apparent, but the effects are the same as 
though the water moved instead of the 
ship, and the consequences to passengers 
and deck structures, while often sertous, 
are not in the slightest degree mysterious. 
**Giant waves,’ like ‘“ tidal waves,’’ are 
only encountered by vessels driven rapidly 
into a head sea, and whenever such driving 
is done the experienced passenger will carry 
himself cautiously, though the deck may 
have been dry for hours and the sea no 
higher than before. Such passengers know, 
as do all the sailormen on board, that if 
ship and sea happen to assume certain rela- 
tive positions a wave that otherwise would 
attract no attention will do what none of its 
peers has done—reach the deck and cause 
it to be swept by some tons of water mov- 
ing, to all intents and purposes, at’a speed 
not much less than that of an express train.

and rebuilding quickly and economically. 
Dr. Wr¥mMan commended the statement @f 
another that “‘a hospital cannot cleanse a 
poison-infected district or diminish the 
“constant supply of patients from an un- 
drained and malarious locality.’ He ap- 
proved, too, of the declaration made by 
Prof. C. R. HENDERSON of Chicago Uni- 
versity—“ [t is well to remove the weak 
and tempted from a bad environment, bet- 
ter still to improve the environment. It is 
well to go down to the folk-swamp and 
rescue one here and there; better still to 


drain the cesspool, improve the tenements, 
prevent adulteration of food and drink, in- 
spect factories, and compel use of devices 
for averting accident and disease. The wall 
at the top of the dangerous precipice is 
worth far more than an ambulance at the 
bottom.”’ This is the New Charity, which 
compares with the_ol@ as preventive medi- 
cine does with the treatment of symptoms. 


—-—By refusing to do what so many other 
towns have done recently—by refusing, 
that is, to ask Mr. CARNEGIE to build for 
it the library which its citizens can per- 
fectly well afford to build for themselves if 
they really want one—New Brunswick, N.

INSANE DELUSIONS. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 
Much ¢riticism has been provoked from 


»neurologists and others by the testimony of 


Prof. Austin Flint in the contest over the 
will of Miss Brush, Christian Scientist. 
Prof. Flint not, strictly spé@aking, an 
expert in diseases of the mind and nervous 
system, but he has made for himself a dis- 
tinguished name and place in the world as 
a physiologist and an all-round physician. 
He is thus qualified to express an opinion

j; on the subjects of sanity and insanity that 


is entitled to respect by the scientific world, 
though he may never have seen the inside 
of a lunatic hospital, nor given much atten- 
tion to the pathology of its inmates 

For my part, I am inclined to agree with 
Dr. Flint’s of delusions, not that 
there are two kinds of delusions, but that 
there is justly a distinction to be made in 
persons subject to them. As a matter of 
fact, perfect sanity is a mental state rarely 
—perhaps never—to found; and, if one 
is to be disqualified from disposing of his 
affairs because he is a little off mentally 
in some particulars, or holds peculiar views, 
the Surrogate Courts would have to be mul- 
tiplied many fold to adjudicate the 
that would be brought before them. 

There are mu!titudes of people, m&nifestly 
capable of making a valid will, who believe 
literally the Biblical account of Noah's 
flood. The Rey. Dr. Wright, Professor of the 
Harmony of Science and Religion in Ober- 
lin College, is in Asia at this writing losing 
time in the vain endeavor to prove the fact 
of the deluge as recorded in Genesis. It is 
generally conceded by scholars that the 
flood covered the Valley of Mesopotamia 
in the region of Mount Ararat—the whole 
world so far as Noah knew. Local evidence 
of it has been found, but its universality 
to the extent of “‘ covering all the high sills 
that were under the whole heavens*’ must 
forever remain to be proved. But many 
good and sane people, that is, people sane 
enough to make a valid will, believe it, 
some of whom it would be difficult to con- 
vince by argument of its fallacy. Possibly 
Dr. Flint believes it himself, if he has never 
been argued out of the belief, although it 
is a physical impossibility, since the atmos- 
phere could not hold so much water. 

The same may be said of the belief in the 
literal resurrection of the dead, so widely 
entertained by Christian and Moslem peo- 

ales, whom nobody would accuse of insan- 
ty, or as being incapacitated thereby from 
making a valid will. So, likewise, it is with 
belief in the story of Jonahand the fish. Most 
Christians and Jews believe that Jonah 
miraculously defied the powers of digestion 
in the belly of the fish during three days, 
and was then ejected avhole and uninjured. 
(As to the fate of the fish from so indiges- 
tible a morsel the account is silent.) It is 
an Irrational bellef, because such a fact is 
inconsistent with the generally accepted 
and demonstrable laws of ysics and 
chemistry; and those who hold to the be- 
lief are a little off mentally. But what 
Judge would hold that they were incapaci- 
tated on that account from making a valid 
will? 

Belief in these extraordinary things no 
more constitutes a delusion in one who has 
been taught to believe them than does be- 
lief in the power of the mind to set a 
broken bone, arrest hemorrhage, or repro- 
duce an amputated limb, as held by the 
modern Christian Scientist. The belief in 
such a power would be a delusion in one 
who, having outgrown the idea of the mi- 
raculous, should return to it, for then he 
would no longer be amenable to reason, but 
in contempt of it. This I understand to be 
Dr. Flint’s position. I quote from the tes- 
timony as reported in the THE NEw YorKE 
TiMEs, Feb. 22, 1901: 

‘Do you believe that if a person was run 
over by a street car and had a limb cut off, 
and was bleeding to death, ti.at that person 
would live if he or she refused the attend- 
ance of a surgeon?”’ 

“Oh, no.” 

“Would such belief be an insane delu- 
sion?” 

‘Not if the person could be convinced 
that it was necessary to have a surgeon.”’ 

“ Would it be an imsane delusion if you 
believed that all your blood could be taken 
out, and then you could be made to live bv 
the power of a Christian Science healer? ” 

“With myself it would be the most insane 
delusion that it is possible to think of.” 

According to Dr. Flint, therefore, the dis- 
tinction between persons subject to delu- 
sions is that the sane person is amenable to 
reason and can be argued out of his delu- 
sions; the insane person fs one in whom 
delusions are fixed, and who cannot be per- 
suaded of their irrational or delusional 
character. This proposition is absolutely 
correct, and cannot be successfully contro- 
verted. 

With the irrational beliefs and claims of 
the Christian Scientists I, of course, have 
no sympathy. Nevertheless, if the hypo- 
thetical question had been read to me t

Ing to the fact that it has a monument to 
the early borers for petroleum which would 
not be out of place in one of the big cities 
of the Union. A symbolical statue is being 
modeled by Charles H. Niehaus for the 
architectural setting designed by Bingham 
of Boston. 

The monument consists of a simple classic 
fane with four celumns, two detached and 
two engaged, supporting a roof and form- 
ing a niche for the semicircular pedestal 
on which the statue is seated. To the 
right and left stretch benches with high 
backs broken by perforated stone screens, 
terminating in tall narrow wings, on which 
are figures in high relief. The statue will 
be of bronze, the lateral reliefs of granite. 
On the floor of the half-circle embraced by 
these wings will be a bronze slab with the 
portrait in low relief of Col. E. L. Drake of 
New Haven, the man who first drove a 
deep shaft at Titusville and started the 
great industry that is now consolidated in 
the hands of a corporation which dictates 
terms to Europe and the East. 

The monument will, therefore, recall first 
of all the various laborers in these oily 


fields—the Indians who collected oil to mix 
with their paints and used to fire to 
the scum of petroleum on lakes and rivers 
on days of high festival—the settlers who 
used the oil as liniment and for lighting 
purposes, and the great army of workmen 
who have been labortnn in the oil tields 
since 1859. when Drake ‘“ struck paying 
oil’ on Oil Creek at a depth never tried be- 
fore. Drake himself has an honorable but 
secondary place in the monument, much to 
the artistic benefit thereof. which is thus 
relieved from the commonplace of standing 
figure or bust. Not that Col. Drake was 
an unfit subject for a portrait statue. He 
was over six feet in height and his features 
were large and exptessive: especially the 
modeling of eye sockets and brow was fine. 
But the monument takes a highef plane by 
signifying labor in general rather than the 
pioneer in particular. 

Mr. Niehaus has modeled a nude man in 


set 


|} vehement motion, seated with uplifted ham- 


mer, while he holds the drill steady in the 
other hand. The moment chosen isthe 
pause as the hammer reaches its highest 
point. Face and figure show the concen- 
tration of effort just before the hammer 
shall descend. A virile and splendid figure 
in itself, the sculptor has so managed legs 
and arms and head that the figure is pict- 
uresque from every side; so much so that 
it should be mounted, when cast. on a 
turning base, so that it can be admired 
from all sides. This figure standing erect 
would measure ten feet in height. 

The high reliefs for granite on the faces 
of the wings are formal in their draperies 
and exactly fit their narrow frames. The 
draperies extend over their brows and. cast 
shadows on their faces. These figures rep- 
resent Memory and Grief, and by the heavy 
folds of their gowns and the stiffness of 
their attitude make a pleasing contrast 
with the tremendous energy in suspense 
shown by the bronze symbolical figure in 
the central niche. One holds.a vase for 
ashes, the other a classic garland such as 
the ancients placed on tombs. ; 

The architectural part of the monument 
will require adjusting to the figures men- 
tioned. Thus, the backs of the benches 
might be profitably reduced in height to be 
in good proportion with the central fane 
and the side figures might well be short- 
ened. They are now about six feet high. 
Where the bench backs adioin the back of 
the fane there are ungraceful right angles. 
Doubtless these points await the study of 
the architect in conjunction with the sculp- 
tor when the latter has brought the figures 
up to the necessary finish

The two collections will 
be on view Thursday, March 7, in the gale 
leries of the American Art Association.

On the right is a mee 
dallion bearing the head of Christ. A Ger- 
mania holds inher left hand a wreath of 
laurel above the medallion, which is fur- 
ther decorated with the battle flag of the 
German Empire. She rests her right hand 
on a shield charged with the strange her- 
aldic eagle, another symbol of the empire, 
so that the shield balances and forms an 
appropriate pendant to the medallion with 
Christ's head. A sentence from the New 
Testament completes this remarkable mix- 
ture of piety and politics.

Winslow Homer’s painting ‘A Summer 
Night,’’ shown at the late Paris Exposition, 
has been bought for the Luxembourg col- 
lection by the French Government, together 
with a landscape by Ben Foster called 
‘“‘Lulled by the Murmuriug Stream.” The 
Minister of Fine Arts made an offer for cer- 
tain paintings by the late George Inness 
and by R. W. Ranger; but they were not 
for sale. This is the first time that pictures 
by American painters not resident abroad 
have been bought for the Luxembourg.

JUDGES SUBMIT PLANS 


TO CITY ARCHITECTS 


ete 


Contemplated Additions to the Old 
County Court House. 


if Adopted Practically a New Building 
Will Take Place of the Pres- 
ent Structure. 


Plans for what will be practically a new 
County Court House have been suggested 
to Horgan & Slattery, the architects who 
do the city’s work, by Justices Truax, 
Dugro, and Scott, as a committee rep- 
resenting the Justices of the Special and 
Trial Terms of the Supreme Court. 

On April 24, 1900, the Legislature passed 
a bill which empoweréd the Board of Es- 
timate and Apportionment to provide for 
the alteration of the Cownhty Court House, 
and the establishment of additional court 
rooms. While the plans and specifica- 
tions were to be prepared under the direc- 
tion of the board they were to be sub- 
mitted to and approved by a majority of 
the Justices. The Board of Estimate ac- 
cordingly appointed Horgan & Slattery the 
architects. Justice Truax and Justice 
+ugro have spent considerable time ex- 
amining the plans of public buildings here 
and in Europe. The result has been turned 
Over to the architects. As yet no money 
has been appropriated for the purpose of 
building. 

For several days past employes of the ar- 
chitects have been making borings in the 
space between City Hall and the Court 
House for the purpose of determining the 
nature of the ground and the depth to bed- 


rock. When the matter was called to the 
attention of Justice Truax last night he 
said: 

‘* As the act provided practically for such 
alterations as the Justices and Board of 
Apportionment deem necessary, Justice 
Dugro and myself have been working upon 
plans showing the court’s needs. Whether 
they are adopted or not by the architects 
or modified in detail depends upon the re- 
sults of their investigation. While the pas- 
sage of the enabling act is no new thing, 
the nature of the alterations is. Our plans 
provide for tearing down the wing now 
extending south from the main building. 
The main building itself will be overhauled 
and.two stories added to it. Then along 
the entire southern extent of the old build- 
ing will be erected an addition of the same 

th as the old Wing, so that this new part 
will not exterid south further than the old 
wing, which comes out, I should say, about 
seventy-five feet. 

“ But as the new addition runs the entire 
east and west front of the old building, it 
will occupy more east and west space of the 
sark than the old wing jutting out only 
rom the middle ef the building. Instead of 
a ground floor in the addition covering the 
entire base line ’of the addition, one-half of 
the base line will be made into an arcade 
which, architecturally, can be made very 
attractive. Thus under our plan the public 
on its way to the Brooklyn Bridge will 
have the depth of the arcade added to their 
path between the two buildings, the City 
Hall and the Court House. The renovation 
ot the old main building provides for the 
addition of two new stories, making five in 
all, counting the ground floor. The addi- 
tion will be’of equal height. 

“The present wing of the building is an 
anomoly. It is of an architectural style @n- 
tirely different from that of the main build- 
ing. The addition will bein harmony with the 
prevailing style of the whole structure. The 
extension is built primarily for additional 
courtroom space. Lt will contain twelve 
hew courtrooms. The Justices’ library wili 
be moved to its top floor, where also will 
be the Justices’ chambers. This makes two 
new courtrooms in the old building, or four- 
teen new rooms altogether, making in all 
thirty-two rooms for the use of courts in 
both buildings. The addition will, of course, 
contain five floors, corresponding to the 
altered main building. 

“Our plans provide for a vast open space 
in the building, which I might call a ro- 
tunda, only it won't be round. Rather it 
will be rectangular. Ninety by one hundred 
and ten feet are the sides of the rectangle. 
Its height will be 125 feet. The. staircases 
Ru be taken from their present positions. 

ere will be galleries around this rotunda 
@n every floor. 

“ There was some objection at first ,to 
¢ idea of ‘ah ‘dreade in our discussions 
? matter on the ground that it would 
become a favorite place for park loiterers, 
but the police can attend to that, and the 
architectural possibilities of the thing are 
pleasing. as well as its utility. At each 
end of the addition we have left what is a 
sort of airshaft, with ane side open for 
Mght and air. Altogether I may safely 
say that the new and renovated building 
will be a decided and pleasing addition to 
Citv Hail Park. Our plans contemplate 
almost an entire rearrangement of the in- 
terior of the Court House.”

Major Gen, John Ri Brooke, commander 
ef the Department of the East, gave 
own definition of the boundaries of 
United States in speech before the St.

“The line of our frontier is marked by 
the graves of the United States’ soldiers.

‘THE LEIPSIC 
PHILHARMONIC ORCHESTRA. 


Its First Concert in This Country at 
Carnegie Hall. 

The Philharmonic Orchestra of Leipsic, 
Germany, conducted by Hans Winderstein, 
gave its first concert in the United States 
last night at Carnegie Hall. The experi- 
ment of bringing an entire orchestra of this 
kind across the ocean is something differ- 
ent from the importation of Edward 
Strauss and his tnexperts, and should have 
been considered most anxiously by its pro- 
jectors before it was undertaken. For 
such an orchestra as the Leipsic Philhar- 
monic, playing serious music, challenges 
criticism by the highest standards of art, 
and in the public mind brings itself into 
compariso: with organizations like the or- 
chestras of Boston, Pittsburg, and Chicago, 
to say nothing of our own modest Philhar- 
monic Society. With the questions of com- 
parison we need not concern ourselves, ex- 
cept in so far as they are informing to 
the general reader With those of art we 
are directly concerned, and the loftiest 
standards must be those by which last 
night's performance is judged. 

Let it be said at once then that whoso- 
ever in Germany is responsible for this 
visit is laboring under the delusion, very 
popular in that ill-informed country, that 
the United States is a land of ignorant 
barbarians, destitute of knowledge of art 
or feeling for it, and consequently ready 
to accept as the best what known in 
Berlin or Dresden to be not quite second- 
rate. The Leipsic Philharmonic Orchestra 
is here, and it is an object of sympathy. 
It is a body of rough players, whose work 
has little beauty and less refinement. The 
tone of the orchestra, as a whole, is cocrse 
and ill-balaneed, and its playing is rough. 
The first string players are for the most 
part competent men, but they do not own 
good instruments. The ‘cellos are very 
poor indeed in tone and style. The violas 
are without body of tone. The wood is, as 
a whole, tolerable, but only that. The 
flutes will pass, though they are only or- 
dinary The first oboe has an excellent 
tone and a good technic, but his style is 
inflexible. The clarinets are military in 
quality and without liquidity of color. The 
bassoons are very poor indeed. They sound 
as if they were covered with felt. The. 
brass is coarse and blatant. The horns 
are woolly. The trombones are especially 
offensive in tone, and they add bad in- 
tonation to their other disabilities. With 
such a body of players the total result 
cannot be satisfactory. In the C minor 
symphony of Beethoven and the overture 
to ‘‘ Die Meistersinger,’”’ which were on 
the programme last night, the strings were 
wholly overbalanced by the brass. There 
Was a general lack of balance in the tone 
of ghe orchestra, and the performance was 
rough. It sounded as if the band might 
have played habitually out of doors. The 
conductor, Mr. Winderstein, is evidently an 
experienced routiniere. He is well-schooled 
and knows his business. But of unique 
individuality or ‘uncommon: ability he 
showed not a trace. He was apparently of 
the opinion that he would astonish his 
audience by conducting the ‘ Meister- 
singer ’’ vorspiel without a score. Such 
i are very common in this benighted 
and. 

The orchestra is accompanied by Mr. 
Josef von Slivinski, a Polish pianist, a pupil 
of Leschetitzky and Rubinstein. He ay 
peared in this city on Noy. 30, 1893, when 
he played the Schumann coneerto and 
Rubinstein’s D minor concerto, Anton Seidl 
conducting the orchestra. The comments 
made here at that time would not serve 
badly for repetition. 

Mr. Slivinski stttl has a touch which kills 
the tone of the piano; he still pounds fre- 
quently, and his sense of rhythm is still 
undeveloped. He was oviginally advertised 
to play Chopin's E minor concerto, but on 
last night's programme he was down for 
the G minor concerto of Saint-Saéns. What 
he really played, however, was Tschaikow- 
sky’s concerto in B flat, which has already 
been played here this season by Gabril- 
owitsch and Teresa Carreno. Mr. Slivin- 
ski's reading of it was that of a virtuoso— 
and not a great one—but not that of a tone- 
poet. His runs -were clear and crisp, and 
his oetave playing good, but his rhythmic 
distortions and his poor tone robbed the 
musie of its best qualities. He was re- 
called, however, and added a study of Liszt 
to the programme. The Leipsic Philhar- | 
monic Orchestra is announced for Sunday 
night concerts at Carnegie Hall to-morrow 
and a week hence. At these concerts it will 
about reach its level.

“ SIEGFRIED” AT THE OPERA. 


Mr. Dippel as the Young Hero of the 
“Ring” Series. 

As foretold in this place on Thursday, Mr. 
Jean de Reszke was unable to appear last 
night at the Metropolitan Opera House 
-the young Siegfried in the third work of the | 
Nibelung series, and his place was taken 
by Mr. Andreas Dippel, whose impersona- 
tion of the impetuous youth has been famil- 
iar in recent seasons. Lest undue alarm 
should felt to the state of Mr. de 
Reszke, it may be stated that he is not suf- 
fering from any affection of the sound-pro- 
ducing part of his vocal mechanism. His 
vocal chords are perfectly healthy. The ill- 
ness is bronchial, and it makes breathing 
difficult and quite insufficient in power for 


the uses of singing. In his room Mr. de 
Reszke can produce clear tones, but the 
bellows will not provide enough force for 
stage purposes, When the bronchial affec- 
tion is overcome, as he hopes it will be in 
the mild air of, Lakewdod, he will be in as 
good condition-as he was in the early part 
of the season. Meanwhile, the disappoint- 
ment of the operagoing public, which had 
awaited with eagerness his return to the 
role of the young Siegfried and his repeti- 
tion of the mature hero in ‘ Gitterdim- 
merung,”’ is naturally very great. In such 
circumstances Mr. Dippel had a difficult 
and by no means agreeable task before him 
last night. We deserves praise and thanks 
for his readiness to step in and save the se- 
ries from an untimely end, and he dis- 
charged his duties with zeal. His imper- 
sonation of Siegfried has many merits. it 
has the buoyancy of youth, and in action 
it is admirable in its grace and freedom. It 
is dramatically intelligent and sincere, and 
it won deserved approval from last night's 
audience. 

The other members of the cast were Mme. 
Nordica as Briinnhilde, Mme. Schumann- 
Heink aS Erda, Miss Scheff as the forest 
bird, Mr. Hubbenet as Mime, Mr. Bispham 
as Alberich, Mr. Blass as Fafner, and 
Mr. Edouard de Reszké as Wotan. the 
wanderer. Mme. Nordica’s Briinnhilde is 
well known. The clear and ringing qual- 
ity of her tones and their sustaining power 
are perfectly suited to the demands of the 
muse of this role, and her understanding 
of the significance of the drama is satis- 
fying. She was at her best last night, 
and her work brought the performance to 
a notably good close. Mr. Bispham’s Al- 
berich has alwavs been one of the striking 
features of *‘ Ring” performances, and it 
was not wanting in any respect last night 

Mr Hubbenet’s Mime was respectable 
and in accord with the traditions, but ¥ 
vas deficient in tonal color and character. 
; Miss Scheff's voice was acrid, as if the 
bird were not happy in its forest home, 
but her delivery of the music Was not 
lacking in lightness. Mme. Schumann- 
Heink was an excellent Erda. Mr. de 
Reszké’s big voice was heard to advantage 
in the broad measures of the Wanderer 
He sang the music with splendid dignity 
and power, but his German would hardly 
stand the test of close examination. The 
orchestra played well. though sometimes 
too loudly, and Mr. Damrosch conducted 
well. 
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MR. BISPHAM’S SONG RECITAL. 


The Popular Baritone Heard at Men- 
delssohn Hall. 

Mr. David Bispham gave his second aft- 
ernoon song recital at Mendelssohn Hall 
yesterday afternoon. His programme con- 
sisted of four songs by Henry Purcell, se- 
lections from Arthur Somervell’s cycle of 
songs to the text of Tennyson's “ Maud,” 
three ballads by Loewe, Franz's “ pm Mit- 
ternacht,’”’ “ Liebchen ist da,"’ ‘‘ Es hat die 
Rose sich beklagt,”” and ‘“‘Im Herost,"’ the 
Credo from. Verdi's ‘ Otello,” the ‘ Quand 
ero paggio’’ from his “ Falstaff,’’ and four 
old Irish songs. The songs of Mr. Somer- 
vell were new to this public. It is not at 
all likely that they will have a wide vogue, 
either in public or private. For the most 
part those heard yesterday—and we must 
suppose that Mr. yoo rae did not select 
the worst—were manufactured songs, with- 
out inspiration, and by no means impecca- 
ble in their technic. In the very first line, 
“T hate the dreadful hollow behind the lit- 
tle wood,” the composer was guilty of bad 
declamation in setting the short | of “ lit- 
tle’ to a long tone. But it developed aft- 
erward that this employment of a sus- 
tained note in the penultimate word of a 
line, especially the closing line of a song, 
was one of his mannerisms. 

But the principal fault of his style ap- 
peared to be that vain struggle of so many 
contemporaneous song writers to escape 
conventional melodic phrases... Barren of 
thematic originality, these writers turn a 
phrase, which one has heard a hundred 
times before, out of its natural course by 
introducing an unexpected suspension at 


the end: And then they fondly hope “that 
this cheap device may be mistaken for a 
creation. The fact is, that nine times out 
of ten all that it accomplishes is the de- 
struction of the melodic flow and_ the 
transtormation of what might have been 
a lyric into a piece of poor declamation, 
or, at best, arioso with a more or less de- 
scriptive accompaniment. 

Mr. Somervell is not without ability, and 
two of the songs heard yesterday contained 
the elements of excellence, These were 
“She Came to the Village Church” and 
‘ Birds in the High Hall Garden.” The 
first of these was almost a good song. 
The second had melodic ideas, but its inter- 
pretation of the text was not always happy. 
The composer found an insoluble problem in 
the stanza: 

I kissed her slender hand; 
She took the kisa sedately; 

Maud is not seventeen, 
Lut she ts tall and stately 

For failing with those lines he was hardly 
to blame; the lines are not very successful 
themselves. In his setting of **Come Into 
the Garden, Maud,’ Mr. Somervell helped 
the memory of Balfe by showing how much 
better the older composer's work was than 
his own. The use of the waltz movement 
in the accompaniment, though an obvious 
device, was effective in this song. But the 
composer of ‘‘ The Bohemian Girl’’ wrote 
a goou tune, and Mr. Somervell did not. 
Mr. Bispham did the songs justice by a 
careful delivery, and the accompaniments 
were correctly, though not suggestively, 
performed by Rudolph von Scarpa. The 
audience was a goodly assembly of those 
to whom Mr. Bispham’s singing is always 
an exalting spiritual message, and they 
applauded him very heartily.

Not so Grant Stewart's own one-act piece, 
called ** Undine,” acted some hours later 
to close the proceedings. This turned out 
to be a rather soggy dramatic perversion 
of the familiar tale of the water nymph 
who bewitched the cavalier, and though 
Miss Loftus was charming to look at as the 
fisherman's strange ward, sang her two 
incidental songs (with music by J. 8. Hil- 
ler) with plaintive effect, and lent a suf- 
ficiently mystical touch to one ‘or two 
short passages, it cannot be said that the 
audience cared much for ‘' Undine.” 

Between these two items on the pro- 
gramme, however, there were a few capital 
things. Beatrice Herford, for instance, 
gave her monologue concerning the ex- 
periences of a suburban woman in an intel- 
ligence office, which is one of the brightest 
in her repertory. De Wolf Hopper came 
forward in a double-breasted frock coat 
mace to fit him. and consequently contain- 
ing. as it seemed, a full acre of cloth. He 
said that when he wore that coat and 
thought of the scant attire of the poor 
young things in the arctic regions at the 
Herald Square Theatre, he felt ashamed of 
his extravasw ce. He also said he was 
reminded by uis embarrassing position of 
a lad who applied for a job as an office 
boy. Informed by the employer that he 
would not be permitted to smoke cigarettes 
or swear or god to baseball matches, the 
lad protested, with a snuffle: ‘‘Oh, you 
don't want a boy; you want a matinée 
idol,.”’ 

Mary Mannering acted, with a somewhat 
too strenuous manner, yet not ineffective- 
ly, the young heroine of Lottie Blair Par- 
xer's ‘‘ White Roses,’ those roses so fra- 
grant with memories of Georgia Cayvan, 
and Mrs. Whiffen smartly assisted her as 
the voluble old nurse. The screen scene 
of “ The School for Scandal’’ was acted, 
very badly, it must be said, by Guy Stand- 
ing, wearing a black mustache and a pow- 
dered wig. as Joseph, and William H. 
Thompson as a scarcely articulate and ex- 
ceedingly plebeian Sir Peter. Hilda Spong 
Was a comely and intelligible, if not a 
fascinating or brilliant, Lady Teazle, and, 
in the circumstances, the rather heavy and 
overmonotonous Charles of Mr. Richman, 
which was at least alive, seemed a master- 
work. Probably the great show scene of 
Sheridan was never less enlivening. *‘ The 
School for Scandal’’ is not a realistic play. 
It is a “‘comedy of manprers,"’ and that 
term means something. 

A skit or squib written by Grant Stewart 
for a Twelfth Night Club merry making 
some time ago, and brought quite up to 
date, was found very diverting, though. It 
was called ‘An Appeal! to the Muse,” and 
the appeal was made by Lord Ullin’s

SPORTSMEN’S SHOW TO-DAY. 


and Attractive Features Ar- 


ranged for the Exhibition. 


The effort for novelty in the arrangement 
of Madison Square Garden for the seventh 
annual Sportsmen's Show, which opens this 
morning, has been rewarded to such a de- 
gree that even those most familiar with the 
infinite variety of the great interior will 
find it difficult to recognize the place, All 
the transformations of the past for the 
many widely different public entertain- 
ments provided in Madison Square;Garden 
have been eclipsed for this occasion, and 
withal the beauty of the dgcorations is 
quite in keeping with the unique plan of 
the interior rearrangement. 

Fully one-third of the main floor space of 
the amphitheatre has been given to the 
creation of an artificial lake, with indented 
and wooded islands. Its waters 
stretch away to the eastward, beneath 
overhanging rocks and stone arches until 
they reach the base of a drop curtain painted 
by Lafayette Sevie.

Upon the wooded islands in the centre of 
the lake will be presented the drama of 
**Hiawatha.” The actors will be selected 
from a band of Ojibway Indians for the 
purpose from their homes on_ Lake Huron 
and Sault Ste. Marie by B. C. Armstrong 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway Company. 
The drama will be’ the same presented by 
the Indians at their headquarters near the 
little Canadian town of Desbartes upon the 
occasion of a visit to the Indian camp by the 
daughters of the poet Longfellow a year 
ago last Summer. The costumes have been 
specially designed and the Indian actors 
and actresses thoroughly drilled in their 
parts. Many tribe rites ;and dances of 
the Ojibways will be introduced into the 
drama, performances taking place after- 
noons and evenings. : 

Other attractive features of this year’s 
show will be the extensive camp of the 
Maine and Adirondack Guides’ Association 
and the quarters of the junior branch of the 
National Sportsman’s Association. 

The exhibit of game birds, game animals, 
and game fish this year will be even more 
extensive than that seen at the show of a 
year ago. The general arrangement of the 
show, aside from the artificial lake, will be 
similar to that of former years, that is, the 
main floor will be devoted chiefiy to real- 
istic effects in camp reproductions and the 
exhibit of wild game, while the displays of 
sportsmen’s supplies will face a broad 
promenade extending completely around 
the arena above the arena boxes, 

A palm garden, for which magnificent 
specimens of palms and _ other tropical 
shrubbery have been specially brought from 
Florida, will be at the Madison Avenue en- 
trance. This year, as heretofore, there will 
be afternoon and evening sessions of the 
show, the doors b¢ing open to the public 
daily at 2 o'clock.

GOOD ROADS MISSIONARY WORK. 


L. A. W. Will Send Out a Construction 
Train to Convince Farmers. 

A distinetly novel plan for missionary 
work by the League of American Wheelmen 
in the interest of good roads will be put into 
operation this year, beginning on June 15, 
when a “ good roads’ special railway train 
will start on a tour of the United States 
with the purpose of demonstrating to the 
farmers of the country the ends the L. A. 
W. has in view. The idea is that of Presi- 
dent Earle, who will Have personal charge 
of the train, and will be accompanied by 
Morton O. Dodge, Director of the Office of 
Road Inquiry of the Department of Agri- 
culture. The plan has been approved by 
the L. A. W., and the necessary money for 
earrying it out is assured, though the pro- 
moters of the enterprise start in with the 
knowledge that the form of education for 


the farmers that they propose will be 
costly. 

The arrangements made by President 
Barle provide for a special train, consist- 
ing of a sufficient number of cars to carry 
the latest improved roadmaking machinery 
of all kinds. Attached to it will be a car 
for the road experts who will make the 
trip. By arrangements made in advance 
a road congress will be held in two 
places 'n each State, and, after a meeting 
at which the subject of highway improve- 
ment will be discussed, there will be a dem- 
onsfration of practical road building. 

The machines will be utilized in this 
work, and sample roads will be built to 
demonstrate the value of improved high- 
ways and the economy in using the ma- 
chines. Manufacturers of machines will 
have representatives in the party, who will 
be ready to take orders for road improve- 
ment and construction at all points. 

The train. will cover the Eastern and 
Southern States first, and then proceed 
westward. It will be a complete ‘ exhibi- 
tion on wheels," and is expected to do more 
toward enlightening the country upon the 
benefits and ———s of modern roads 
than anything that has heretofore been 
done in the movement to secure them. One 
strong argument which the “ good roads” 
advocates will advance is based on the re- 
sult of a searching inquiry into the mgtter 
of the cost of hauling over country réads, 
Experts have shown that about $600,000,000 
is wasted annually in this country in the 
expense of hauling goods over poor and 
badly constructed roads. With good roads, 
this vast sum may be saved to farmers and 
manufacturers.

Name Selected for Thomas W. Law- 
son’s Yacht by His Wife. 

BOSTON, March 1.—Independence is the 
name selected by Mrs. Thomas W. Lawson 
for her husband’s cup yacht. Mr. Lawson 
announced the selection this afternoon in 
the following statement: 

“T have to-day submitted to the Execu- 
tive Committee of the Hull-Massachusetts 
Club the list of members who I would be 
pleased to have as a special committee to 
handle the races for my cups, I have also 
decided it would be better to leave the 
naming of the cups to the club. While I 
had not intended to name my boat until 
she was in the water, I think it only fair 
to her, now that there is daily comment on 
her construction, that she should be known 
by her own name, instead of mine. Mr. 
Crowninshield’s beautiful creation is from 
now on the Independence. Although no 
one can now predict with any degree of 
certainty how she will race, or what her 
position will be at the finish, whenever she 
does race | can assure all her well-wishers 
that she will never belie her name.” 

The framing of the Independence will be 
practically completed to-morrow. Late this 
afternoon the trames from Stations 12 to 
66, inclusive, and Frames 71, 72, ‘and 73 
in the after overhang had been set up, a to- 
tal of fifty-eight pairs.

The new yacht will 
be an improvement on the'Genesee, being 
like the former defender, of the skimming- 
dish design. Her total draught will not be 
over 18 inches. She will measure 40 feet 
6 inches over all and will be 10 feet beam 
and 2S feet on the water line. 

Her decks will be flush. White pine and 
oak will be used throughout except that the 
finishings will be of mahogany, Contrary 
to expectations, the yacht will not be fur- 
nished with a balance rudder. Her rudder 
will be fastened to the stern post and will 
be of oak. The centreboard will be of yel- 
low pine and oak, and her eighteen-foot 
bowsprit will be of spruce. 

The sails will comprise a jjb and a main- 
sail and a balloon jib and a spinnaker. An 
idea of’ the sail area may be gained from 
the following dimensions of the spars: 
Boom, 38 feet 6 inches; gaff, 25 feet; hoist. 
#0 feet. The jib will measure 17 feet 6 
inches on the foot and 36 feet 6 inches hoist.

MARKET MOVEMENT. 


Advancing quotations were quite gen- 
erally the order on the stock market 
yesterday with the general tone much 
better than on any day for several weeks. 
From the outset this improvement was 
epparent, and as the day wore on it be- 
came more pronounded. The action of the 
market in the days immediately preced- 
ing had disclosed beyond doubt that 
while there was not any aggressive buy- 
ing for a rise there were nevertheless 
persistent purchases by strong interests 
as wellas a marked absence of any press- 
ure to sell.

In Southern Railway, in Con- 
solidated Gas, in Amalgamated Copper, 
in Atchison, and in the Steel stocks this 
buying was early disclosed—to it, in fact, 
the strength of those securities was due.

ST. PAUL’S DIVIDEND. 


Contrary to general expectations, and in 
face of the new rights on the stock, calcu- 
lated to be worth 5% per cent., St. Paul 
opened down yesterday a full point, as com- 
pared with Thursday's close, selling at the 
opening at 152%. That low figure, how- 
ever, was never again touched, good sup- 
port rallying the stock. On the floor it 
was said that the weak opening was the 
result of a carefully laid plan on the part 


of certain interests who, surprised at the 
early announcement of the rights before 
they had peas a sufficient line of the 
stock, desired to give the security an ap- 
yearance of weakness and to buy in at the 
ow level. 

It is now semi-officially assured that the 
dividend to be declared on March 14 will be 
3 per cent. flat, placing the stock on a 
regular 6 per cent. basis, an increase of 1 
per cent. There had been some doubt 


dend declaration would be 3 per cent, regu- 
lar’or 2% per cent. and % per cent. extra. 
The former has now been decided upon, 
Mr. Morgan having, it is understood, in- 
terested himself in the matter. 

in this connection it is stated that the 
intention to ‘discipline’’ certain of the 
stockholders for refusing to acquiesce in 
the St. Paul deal, this ‘ disciplining’’ to 
be effected by maintaining the present divi- 
dend on the stock, has been abandoned be- 
cause of an altogether new plan, prompted 
by Mr. Morgan himself, now under way. 


TO-DAY’S BANK STATEMENT. 


There is much speculation in Wall Street 
as to the probable showing to be made by 
the bank statement to-day. Generally, an 
unfavorable exhibit is looked for. During 
the five days of business the banks have 


lost to the Sub-Treasury nearly $3,500,000, 
while the gain from the interior has not 
been more than $1,000,000. In addition it 
is thought that the loan account may show 
a further increase, though whether consid- 
erable or not is only a matter of con- 
jecture. 

Bankers still insist that, whatever the 
showing, and even if surplus reserves show 
a decrease, money will continue easy. 


A story circulating in the Street yester- 
day as explanatory of the phenomenal 
buying and decided strength in Southern 
Railway was that Pennsylvania is seeking 
control of the system and that the inten- 
tion is to retire the preferred stock, divide 
the common in half, as provided by an act 
of the Virginia Legislature, and forthwith 
put it on a dividend basis. 

This story could not be confirmed, .but 
shrewd market observers declared that the 
buying of the stocks was by the biggest 
interesis in the Street. 

Incidentally, the strength of Seaboard Air 
Line securities on the curb was commented 
upon as perhaps not without significance 
in the matter, 


MINING DIVIDENDS. 


In February fifty-eight mining and metal- 
lurgical companies in the United States 
reported to The Engineering and Mining 
Journal dividends aggregating $7,219,043; 
which is regarded as a most satisfactory 
showing, considering that heavy quarterly 
péyments were made in January. It is 
also encouraging to note that several com- 
panies in February have increased their an- 
nual dividend rate, while some new payers 
were added to the list. From reports re- 
ceived it is understood that there will be 
many more new dividend payers before the 
close of the year, as the dvelopments at 
the mines are promising and the market 
values of the metals well maintained. Con- 
tinuing, The Engineering Journal says: 


The distribution of dividends in February in- 
cluded $2,995,918 by thirty-nine gold, silver, lead, 
zinc, amd copper mines; $3,127,081 by five lead- 
ing iron and steel companies producing much of 
their own raw material; $480,758 by six petro- 
leum and natural gas companies; $396,782 by 
four coal mining companies, and $218,504 by 
four other companies, 

In the metal mines list the copper companies 
continue to hol first place with $1,880,000. Of 
this amount the Boston and Montana Company 
paid $1,500,000, which is at the rate of 40 per 
cent. for the quarter, or 160 per ¢ent. per an- 
num on its capital stock of $3,750,000, making 
it the second largest dividend paying mining 
company in the country. There were thirty-three 
gold, silver, and lead companies that paid $693,- 
441, of which the Homestake of South Dakota 
contributed $105.00). This company has dis- 
tributed among its stockholders since its incor- 
poration a total of $9,613,750, which places it 
among the most profitable gold mines in the 
United States. The Silver King Gold Mining 
Company of Utah, upon payment of $100,000 in 
February, has increased its annual dividend rate 
from 30 to 40 per cent. On a capitalization of 
$3,000,000 the Silver King Company paid in 
dividends $3,625,000 so far, which has been 
equaled by comparatively few producing mines. 
The Empire State-Idaho Mining Company of 
Idaho, upon increasing its capital stock from 
$1,100,000 to $6,000,000, has been put upon a 
12 per cent. dividend basis, while last year it 
paid 36 per cent. on the old-share capital. The 
zinc mines paid $422,477 in February, of which 
the New Jersey Zinc Company furnished $400, - 
000. The Missouri-Kansas zinc mines are not 
paying as frequently as the promoters promised 
when they capitalized their companies on the 
abnormally high price of zinc ore which ruled 
about two years ago. 

The leading dividend payer in the iron and 
steel group is the Federal Steel Company, which 
distributed $2,324,215 on its common stock in 
February. This puts the company’s common 
stock on a 5 per cent. basis, while last year it 
received only 2% per cent. 

In the petroleum list new California oil wells 
have begun dividend payments, and it is learned 
that more will be heard from soon. Of the $396,- 
782 paid by the coal mining companies, the Con- 
solidation Coal Company of Maryland, contrib- 
uted $205,000, which is at the rate of 2 per 
cent. per annum on its capital stock. 

Of the four miscellaneous dividend payers, the 
National Salt Company leads with $192,500. This 
company is paying 6 per cent. annually on its 
common stock and 7 per cent. on its preferred, 
and up to date it has disbursed to holders of 
both shares a total of $962,500, which is equal 
to fully 8 per cent. on its total authorized 
capital stock of $12,000,000. 


TRADE DEVELOPMENTS. 


All reports in respect to general trade 
conditions this week tell of continued im- 
provement and activity, while every in- 
dication is that the future will be even 
more fruitful of good. Railway earnings 
steadily increase; retail trade is active; 
in dry goods—as the testimony of leading 
wholesalers of this city published in 
these columns a few days ago bears out 
—the situation is even more encouraging 
than in the boom of a year ago, because 
of the healthier character of the busi- 
ness; in iron and steel the conditions are 
better and on a more substantial basis 
than they have been for months; while 
in general lines the seasonable weather 
had helped to the improvement reported. 

Money continues easy and collections 
are good.

street’s says: 

Trade reports from distributive centres at the 
West continue encouraging, while such measures 
of trade volume as bank clearings and railway 
earnings indicate a considerable gain in business 
over a year ago “Soft spots ’’ are, of course, 
to be found, hotably in the manufacturing 
branches of the cotton and the wool trade, but 
advices from the dry goods and clothing dis- 
tributors are encouraging, and it is thought will 
help business. A revival in export trade in cot- 
tons is noted among the encouraging features in 
this line. In the greatest of the country’s indus- 
try, iron and steel, a new boom, has apparently 
been born, and the lumber, leather, and: sho2 
trades are all actively engaged. The best re- 
ports as to distribution come from the West and 
Southwest. It is to be noted that St. Louis re- 
ports business excellent in dry goods, clothing, 
and shoes, and the same is true of Kansas City. 
In those two cities, in fact, business Is ahead of 
last year. Personal orders for dry goods at Chi- 
cago have excseded expectations, based upon 
small orders to road salesmen. Trade on the Pa- 
cific Coast is still good, although rains have tin- 
terfered with trade in California, while helping 
the already good crop prospects. In the North- 
west cold weather has to a certain extent re- 
tarded the Spring trade preparations, but the 
agricultural implement trade is reported nearly 
equal to a year ago at Minneapolis.

Along the same lines Dun’s says: 


Jobbing trade in groceries, hardware, and iron 
specialties has further gained in volume in the 
East since our last report, and retail business 
has been good, except for a slow move- 
ment of some descriptions of dry goods, notably 
clothing, of which dealers fear they must carry 
over unusually large stocks. In thé West and 
Southwest, however, the season has been satis- 
factory. The greatest industrial combination 
ever arranged, that providing for the union€of 
the leading steel interests, has not directly af- 
fected business as yet, and may not do so other- 
wise than by removing some of the unnecessary 
competition from the industry. Meanwhile prices 
of commodities dscline slightly. Dun’s index 
number of 350 quotations, made up with due ref- 
erence to the comparative importance of the 
amounts consumed, is 94,868 as of March 1, 
against 95,010 Feb. 1, a loss of one-seventh of 1 
per cent. But the decline in clothing was the 
main cause of the lower average, more than off- 
setting advances in lumber, building materials, 
metals, and many minor commodities. Railroad 
earnings thus far reported for February exc2ed 
last year by 8.9 per cent., and those of 1899 by 
35.3 per cent. The daily average of bank ex- 
changes for February was 32.9 per cent. over 
1900 and 19.2 above 1899. 


Of iron and steel Bradstreet’s says: 


The strength of irom and steel this week re- 
ealls the boom of 1899. It is probable, too, that 
the broad and strong consumptive demand and 
not the operations of pools or cliques is re- 
sponsible for the steady advances. Practically 
all markets report iron and steel higher, but 
special activity is noted at Pittsburg, Birming- 
ham, and Chicago. St. Louis alone reports 
foundry-iron consumers indifferent. At Pitts- 
burg Bessemer pig is 75 cents higher, and at 
Chicago Southern pig shows a similar gain. Steel 
billets now sell at $3 over the pool price for 
prompt delivery. Stocks of pig and billets are 
reported small. Ore prices have not yet been 
fixed, and the improvement in iron may result 
in higher prices than earlier expected. In fin- 
ished products the feature is the advance of $4 
per ton in steel sheets at Pittsburg and Chi- 
cago. All mills are reported well supplied with 
orders. Despite the fact that export trade in 
crude materials particularly is small with in- 
dustrially well-advanced countries, a good move- 
ment to other countries is noted.

Nominal quotations of iron and steel are mis- 
leading. According to published lists it appears 
that,, while pig iron has steadily advanced for 
many weeks, littl change has occurred in fin- 
ished, products. This discrepancy is’ due to the 
figures fixed by the various pools and associa- 
tions, but at which it is impossible to secure 
prompt deliveries, Actual business is done at 
extensive advances over these prices, billets sell- 
ing at $21 at Pittsburg. or more than a dollar 
above the nominal rate, while plates, bars, and 
structural shapes are only available when special 
terms are offered. Even on distant deliveries 
mills are asking higher figures, and every line 
of steel production at Pittsburg has already cov- 
ered full contracts for the next two months, 
while there is a general feeling that material 
advances will occur before May 1. Bessemer pig 
iron sold this week at $15.25, and Grey Forge at 
$14; prices that have not been equalled since 
early im August. Coke production is enormous, 
and Connellsville prices at last show a definite 
advance.

According to Bradstreet’s the 
in textile manufacturing is not materially 
changed: 


Cotton is again slightly lower, but the reduce 
tion is a small one, and, although cotton goods 
are irregular at first hands and rather favor 
buyers, a hopeful feature is the revival of ex- 
port demand for cotton goods, a good business 
being reported booked, while much more is un- 
der consideration. Printcloths hold nominally at 
3 cents and duil. Curtailment at the East is 
talked of, but not agreed on. Southern yarn men 
are, however, taking steps in this direction. A 
good deal of wool is being sold, but the market 
lacks snap, and Western advices are of reduc- 
tions to move holdings. Carpet wools have been 
fairly active at Boston, except for ingrain goods, 
which are in unsatisfactory shape. There is 
little new in woolens, but plain dress goods are 
moving fairly well, and the clothing trade is in 
fair shape. Silks are more active and raws are 
advancing. 

Dun's on this matter says: 


Further increase appears in sales of wool at 
the three chief Eastern markets, 8,830,590 pounds’ 
changing hands for the week, against 8,528,500 
pounds in the previous week. A year ago total 
transactions were less than half the present 
week’s operations. There is still no reason to 
believe that the heavy buying results from bet- 
ter conditions at the mills, as orders for goods 
do not appreciably expand, except in a few 
special lines. If manufacturers were bidding for 
raw material largely, the decline in prices 
would be checked, but the average on March Ist 
was the lowest since June, 1899. Curtailment of 
production by Southern yarn mills has become 
general, and at Fall River there is much dis- 
cussion of the advisability of reducing output or 
lowering wages. Loss in domestic consumption 
of raw cotton seems assured, and foreign buying 
is far from satisfactory. The position of. this 
staple is not made firmer by news that sales of 
fertilizers surpass all records in many Southern 
States.

The cereals, Bradstreet’s notes,. are with- 
out notable change, wheat and corn being 
fractionally lower in a dull, scalping mar- 
ket. 


Corn is in demand, but 
rumors of a ‘‘deal’’ at Chicago restrict opera- 
tions somewhat. Cuban sugar-crop prospects are 
responsible for the slight weakness shown in 
raw sugars this week, which latter, however, 
has not affected refined. Coffee shows little 
new, but large Brazilian crop talk is still in 
evidence. Lumber is strong in price pending the 
resumption of general building operations. West- 
ern advices are especially bullish. Chicago has 
done the heaviest business ever recorded in 
yellow pine and white pine.

Cate that the crop is in very promising condition. 

Reports of injury by fly continue, but they 
@re less numerous than in the preceding month, 
On the Pacific Coast the wheat outlook is re- 
Ported as excellent, although growth has been 
retarded by low temperatures of the first and 
last decades, some damage having resulted from 
heavy rains in Central and Northern California, 
The Southern States experienced very trying tem- 
perature conditions from the 20th to the 25th, 
when freezing temperature occurred as far 
Bouth as Central Florida.

_ Beyond this statement, there was little 
new in the way of developments in relation 
to the corporation. There was some talk 
during’ the day that several other com- 
panies have been asked to come into the 
trust—among the number, so rumor had it, 
the Tennessee Coal and Iron Company and 
the Sloss-Sheffield Iron and Steel Com- 
pany, both Southern concerns. No con- 
firmation of this could be had, and gen- 
erally the belief is that the story is merely 
idle talk. ey 

Ia some quarters, however, it’is believed 
that the American Bridge Company may 
come in at some future date. That com- 
pany is one of the many organized by J. P. 
Mergan, and his interests iii it afte still 
very large. The bridge company was orig- 
inally mentioned as among the companies 
in the big combination, but for reasons 
that have never been made clear it was 
@ecided to leave it out at this time. 
The Directors of Federal Steel have in- 

formally considered the terms offered to 
them and have decided to accept. As in the 


case of the Steel and Wire Company, circu- 
Jar letters will be sent to the stockholders 
notifying them-of the action taken and 
suggesting a like a¢ceptance. 

A Wall Street mathematician yesterday 
figured it out—taking for his basis the av- 
erage earnings of thé companies in the 
trust for the past two 'years—that, allowing 
for interest on the bonds and 7 per cent. on 
the preferred stock—the earnings of the 
new company should show something like 
S per cent. on the common stock. 

On the Stock Exchange there was gener- 
ally a better feeling in the steel stocks, 
particularly in the common shares. due in 
part to the denial by Chairman Gates of 
Steel and Wire that his company would 
not enter the corporation, but would hold 
gut for better terms. Closing prices showed 
mét changes as follows: Steel and Wire, ad- 
vance 2, preferred, decline, 14%; Steel Hoop, 
advance, 1%, preferred, decline, %; Tin 
Plate, advance, 4%; Federal Steel, advance, 
1%, preferred, advance \%; National Steel, 
decline. 4%; National Tube, advance, 3%. 

Trading in the steel stocks on the curb 
once more assumed very large proportions 
and at the same time the prices of the 
new company’s stocks were much stronger. 
Not less than 40,000 shares of United 
States Steel common and a similar amount 
of the preferred stock changed hands dur- 
ing the day. These transactions resulted 
in a net advance of 1 point in the common. 
which sold as high as 38, and closed at 
37%, and of 2 points in the preferred. which 
closed at 8214, the top price of the day. 
The Sheet Steel stocks were stronger and 
more active than on Thursday, but they 
were by no means as active as the United 
States Steel issues. 


| BRITISH VIEWS OF THE TRUST. 


‘The Statist Thinks American Exporters 
Have “Bitten Off More than 
They Can Chew.” 

LONDON, March 1.—The Statist, dealing 
with the steel combination in the United 

States, says: 

“The competition of American iron and 
steel in the markets of the United Kingdom 
has been much less during the last few 
weeks than during the latter half of 1900, 
but this is not surprising. With Scotch pig 
fron below £2 14s.and Yorkshire steel plates 
at £6 5s. there cannot be any temptation to 
American producers to sell here. 

** Moreover, it seems as if those who have 
sold are now experiencing considerable dif- 
ficulty in executing their contracts. We 
hear of Americans paying differences co 
cancel sales made last year. From the 
north we hear that the first installment of 
ship plates, which ought to have been de- 
livered last year, is arriving from the Unit- 
ep States. 

*‘An interesting incident of the moment 

; is the placing in Connal's stores, in Glas- 

} gow, of 2,000 tons of American pig iron 

! which arrived too late for contract deliv- 
ery. From these and other circumstances 
, one would be disposed to conclude that the 
Ameri¢an iron and steel producers, in their 
eagerness to make export trade, have bit- 
ten off more than they can chew.”’ 

Nevertheless,* The Statist believes that 
British exportation of pig iron will be lim- 
ited this year because of the deplorably de- 
pressed conditions of the German, French, 
and Belgian iron industries and the re- 
newed flow of American iron in the near 
future. 

Summing ip the resources of the 
combination, The Statist says: 

* It has the largest and most perfect blast 

| furnaces in the world, compa with which 
all ours are but as African pigmies along- 

_ pide the most splendid regiment of the 
Guards.” . 

Obviously the prospect, 2s The Statist 
sees it, is the reverse of encouraging for 
British producers. 

The pagtator says, 
the Steel Trust: 

**Whiie admitting that it is not unrea- 
sonable to anticipate that within a very 
few years more than half the steel produc- 
tion of the world will be under the hands 
of the trust, we regret to note the nervous 
apprehension aroused here and the cry 
yaised for a departure from the established 
fiscal principles in the interest of threat- 
ened British iron and steel trades. 

“Tt is not impossible that the vaulting 
ambition of the trust may o’erleap itself 
and provoke formidable anti-trust and 
anti-protection developments. It must also 
be considered that cheap steel, while in- 
jurious to British steel producers, will ben- 
efit manufacturers of machinery, and will 
thereby mitigate the severity of transat- 


ntic rivalry.

LEGAL NOTES. 


WRONGFUL SURRENDER OF INSURANCE 
Po.uicy.—Mr. and Mrs. Charles G. Gordon, 
in September, 1897, borrowed $1,716 from 
the American Deposit and Loan Company, 
giving the lender an assignment of a policy 
of insurance for $4,400 upon the husband's 
life, in which the wife was named as bene- 
ficiary, as collateral security for the loan, 
They also gave a promissory note authoriz- 
ing the lender to surrender the policy and 
receive the surrender value, ‘‘on the non- 
performance of any of the promises herein 
without notice of amount 
claimed to be due, without demand of pay- 
ment, without advertisement, and without 
notice of the time and place of said sur- 
render, each and every one of which is here- 
by expressly waived."” Two weeks after 
the note became due the lender, in reply to 
a request to extend the time for payment, 
wrote that if Mr. Gordon wished to con- 
tinue the loan for another year he must 
promptly remit the interest, and that the 
matter would be held open a few days to 
give him an opportunity to do so. On Oct. 
4, 1898, two weeks after the date of this 
notice, the son-in-law of the husband wrote 
the lender that the husband ‘is at presert 
quite ill and unable to attend to any busi- 
ness; as soon as he is able he will com- 
municate with you.’” The lender surrend- 
erea the policy ten days later, without 
further communication, and two weeks aft- 
erward the husband died, having been de- 
lirious for over three weeks. In a suit by 
Alfred D. Bailey, as ancillary »dministrator 
of Mrs. Gordon, against the deposit and 
loan company for domages, the complaint 
was dismissed by the trial court, but the 
Appellate Division in this city directed a 
reversal. in an opinion by Justice Ingra- 
ham. The Court of Appeals has now or- 
dered an affirmance on that opinion, hold- 
ing that the lender's letter operated as a 
waiver of its right to surrender the policy 
without notice; that the beneficiary's meas- 
ure of damages for the conversion of the 
policy was the difference between the 
amount of the loan and the amount which 
would have been received from the insur- 
ance company if the lender had not wrong- 
fully surrendered the policy.

QUESTION OF CONTRIBUTORY NEGLIGENCR, 
—William Lewin, who in January, 1898, was 
driving with members of his family on a 
bright, clear day, along a highway in the 
town of Farmington, Ontario County, N. 
Y., toward a crossing of the Lehigh Valley 
Railroad, at the rate of two miles an hour, 
failed to discover the approach of a train 
in time to avoid a collision with his wagon. 
There was nothing to divert his attention: 
he had been cautioned by his wife to look 
out for the crossing, and from a point 150 
feet distant he had an unobstructed view 
of the railroad for nearly 1,000 feet in the 
direction from which the train was coming. 
Mr. Lewin, as administrator, recovered 
judgment on a verdict for $1,000 damages 
on the trial of his suit against the railroad 
company for the death of his child, eight- 
een months old, who was being held in his 
mother’s lap in the rear of the wagon, and 
was killed in the collision. The Fourth Ap- 
pellate Division affirmed the judgment, S 
an opinion by Justice McLennan, Justice 
Williams dissenting. The Court held that 
although the father was guilty of contrib- 
utory negligence, the verdict in his favor 
would not be disturbed, even though the 
recovery, if any, would inure to his sole 
benefit. The Court of Appeals, in affirm- 
ing the judgment, .now holds that the evi- 
dence was such as to make it a question of 
fact whether the father was guilty of con- 
tributory negligence or not. It was ssi- 
ble, upon the evidence, the Court said, for 
the jurors to draw the inference that he 
had acted as prudently and vigilantly as 
would be reasonably expected of him, and 
that the question was specifically submitted 
to and passed upon by them. The decision 
of the Appellate Division, ‘having been by a 
divided court, the interesting question as 
to the effect of the father’s contributory 
negligence upon his ape to recover, dis- 
cussed by that tribunal, (52 App. Div., 69,) 
was not before the Court of Appeals.

could not require them to wait therefore 
until after he had collected the over pay- 
ments. 


YOUNG BRECKINRIDGE’S DEBT. 


Sued for $900 for Bonnets, He Just Es- 
capes a $250 Fine in Court. 

John C. Breckinridge, a relative of the 
ex-Senator from Kentucky, finally submit- 
ted to examination in supplementary pro- 
ceedings in the City Court yesterday. He 
is just of age, and at an examination last 
June he declined to answer many of the 
questions put to him, and walked out of 
the courtroom. Justice O’Dwyer of the 
City Court issued an order for his further 
examination yesterday. If he did not re- 
spond he was to be adjudged in contempt 
of court. He put in an appearance just in 
time to save himself being fined $250 and 
committed to the Ludlow Street Jail for 
contempt. 

The action which caused his examination 
was brought by Louise & Co., milliners, 
who obtained a judgment for $900 against 
him for bonnets furnished to women friends 
of his. 

Breckinridge said that he lived at 31 
West Thirty-third Street, that he had no 
bank account, and owned no jewelry, and 
that his board was being paid by another 
person. 

* You testified before that your grand- 
father had died and that you might inherit 
something from him. What interest have 
you in his estate?’’ was asked. 

“That depends on his generosity."’ 

“As he is dead, don’t you know what 
you have inherited?”’ 

‘“*No, I don't.” 

** How long would it take you to find out 
whether you have inherited anything from 
his estate?”’ 

‘“*My impression is that my grandfather 
left everything to his wife. I have not 
been notified that I have inherited any- 
thing, and I would not care to make any 
inquiries now, as my grandmother is very 
ill in San Francisco.” 

In answer to further questions the young 
man said that his grandfather's estate was 
worth over $200,000. 

After paying the $10 costs in the contempt 
proceedings he was excused from further 
examination at present. 


MAYOR FAGAN’S CHARGE. 


Accused Publishers Testify Before Ho- 
boken Counci] Committee. 


A committee of the Hoboken Common 
Council yesterday heard testimony as to the 
charge made by Mayor Fagan against 
Breen & Havens to the effect that they had 
swindled the city out of $25 by raising the 
items in a bill they had rendered. None of 


the witnesses was sworn. Mayor Fagan 
repeated the charge. He was corroborated 
by James Laverty, Clerk of the court. 

John Breen testified that no change had 
been made in the bill, and to the best of 
his knowledge and belief the blanks charged 
for had been furnished. He was corrobo- 
rated by hts partner, John R. Havens, who 
shook his finger at Mayor Fagan and said 
be would take the matter before the Grand 

ury. 

“Take it before the Grand Jury as soon 
as you like,’’ retorted the Mayor. ‘“I am 
anxious to take the whole matter before the 
Grand Jury because I believe that criminals 
should be put in the place provided by law 
for criminals.” 

That ended the discussion. The commit- 
tee will report to the board next Wednes- 
day.
